UBMARINES are among the im- 

portant developments of the Twen- 
tieth Century. In their short history, sub- 
marines have sunk more tonnage of ships 
in warfare than have all other agents of 
destruction 
combined. The 
record of the 
German U-boats 
in both wars is 
well known. 
They very nearly 
won both wars 
single handed. It 
was only through 
the expenditure 
of tremendous 
effort, out of all 
proportion 
to that expended 
on the German 
submarine 
forces, that the 
U-boats were 
finally defeated, thereby making it pos- 
sible to transport troops and supplies 
overseas to complete the defeat of the 
Germans. The record of United States 
submarines in the recent war with Japan 
is equally significant and recognized. 

In the present naval set up, our sub- 
marine forces are divided nearly equally 
between the Pacific and the Atlantic 
Fleets. They are integral parts of the 
ocean fleets, and their operations are car- 
ried on in the same manner as other 
types in those fleets. In addition, the sub- 
marine forces in the Atlantic and the 
Pacific maintain a close liaison with each 
other. 

The Submarine Force, U. S. Atlantic 
Fleet, organized as such on 1 Feb. 1941, 
has actually been in existence under other 
names since before World War I. The 
pre-war organization consisted of a num- 
ber of the old R-type and S-type sub- 
marines, shore based respectively at the 
Submarine Base, New London, Connecti-

Federal Status for Nat. Gd. & Res. 


A plan for common Federal appoint- 
ment, or enlistment, in the Army of the 
United States for both the National 
Guard and Organized Reserve Corps has 
been worked out by the Army Depart- 
ment General Staff, Lt. Gen. Willard 8. 
Paul, Chief of Personnel Administration 
for the Department of the Army, disclosed 
this week, 

Explaining that legislation would be 
necessary to make the common Federal 
status operative, General Paul said, how- 
ever that such legislation must accom- 
plish its objective without disturbing the 
militia status of the National Guard. In 
an address before a meeting of the Adju- 
tants General Association in Washington, 
D. C., on 8 Feb., General Paul said that 
the proposed legislation is presently being 
considered for legal sufficiency in the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department. 

“In brief,” General Paul said, “the plan 
contains the following general provisions ; 
a common Federal appointment or enlist- 
ment in the AUS without specification as 
to component; common provisions and 
standards for call to active duty, with a 
proviso that except in time of war emer- 
gency the members of the National Guard 
of the United States can be ordered to ac- 
tive duty only with the consent of the 
governor or other appropriate authority 
of the State or territory concerned; the 
extension to members of the National 
Guard of the United States of those pro- 
visions of law with respect to compensa- 
tion and pension for disability incurred 
in line of duty that now apply to mem- 
bers of the ORC; the establishment of 
warrant officers in the ORC; and the in- 
definite tenure of appointment for officers 
and warrant officers.” 

To solve the promotion problem which 
has existed since the end of World War 
II, General Paul revealed that the De- 
partment of the Army has had under con-

Transport Facilities 


Consolidation of the Naval Air Trans- 
port Service and the Air Transport Serv- 
ice into a new organization to be known 
as the Military Air Transport Service 
was announced 4 Feb. by Secretary of 
Defense Forrestal. Such a consolidation 
was recommended in the recent report of 
the President’s Air Policy Commission 
(ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, 17 Jan.). 

The new service, which will be known 
as the MATS, is established under the 
U. 8. Air Force and will be under the 
command of Maj. Gen. Laurence 8. Kuter, 
USAF. Rear Adm. John P. Whitney, USN, 
was named as Deputy Commander and 
will report for duty immediately. General 
Kuter is expected to report for duty on 
1 March. 

The appointment of General Kuter to 
head the new Transport Service followed 
close upon the heels of the Senate’s re- 
fusal to permit his nomination as Chair- 
man of the Civil Aeronautics Board while 
retaining his military status and pay. 

Actually little change will be made in 
the routes flown originally by either the 
ATS or the NATS. The consolidation, will 
however, eliminate all cases where the 
two services duplicated their functions. 
The MATS will establish, maintain and 
operate substantially all scheduled air 
transport required by the Armed Forces 
and the National Military Establishment 
as well as a large proportion of the non- 
scheduled air transport. 

The Navy will retain responsibility for 
operation of air transport essential to 
naval operations, such as air transport 
necessary for essential internal adminis- 
tration and air transport over routes of 
sole interest to the naval forces, where 
such requirements cannot be met by the 
MATS. 

By the same token, the Air Force may 
maintain, independently of MATS, such 
miscellaneous air transport as may be or- 
ganic to its service, but shall not operate 
any regularly scheduled trunk line serv- 
ice. 

Complete text of Secretary Forrestal’s 
memorandum to the three Secretaries and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff effecting the con- 
solidation is as follows: 

“As you know, extensive attention has re- 
cently been given to the future status of the 
Air Transport Service (ATS) of the Air 
Transport Command and the Naval Air Trans- 
port Service (NATS). I do not feel that it is 
advisable at this time to attempt to specify 
in detail exactly how the two services are to 
be integrated, but in broad outline I have 
concluded that they should be consolidated 
into a single service along the following 
lines : 

“(1) ATS and NATS should be consolidated 
into the Military Air Transport Service 
(MATS), which is to be established under the 
United States Air Force. MATS will be headed 
by a Commander appointed by the Chief of 
Staff, United States Air Force, with the con- 
sent of the Secretary of Defense, Navy as well 
as Air Force officers will be eligible for the 


office. 

“(2) MATS shall establish, maintain and 
operate all air transport required by the 
armed forces and the National Military Bs- 
tablishment, except as hereinafter provided. 
In particular, MATS will be responsible for 
the servicing of all fixed and regularly op- 
erated trunk routes, domestic and foreign.

Naval Air Power 


Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Air 
John Nicholas Brown addressed the 
Second Annual National Aeronautics Con- 
ference of the American Legion at Indian- 
apolis, Ind., 5 Feb. 


Congress, in drafting the Unification 
Law, realized the importance of Naval 
Aviation, the Assistant Secretary told the 
conference members. “Congress realized 
that the initial blows against an enemy 
must come from planes that can reach the 
enemy,” he said, “and that still means 
planes from carriers.” 


Denying that the Navy has any quarrel 
with the Air Force “or any one else,” he 
assured his listeners that the Navy wants 
and hopes to see “a great and strong 
United States Air Force for the defense 
of this country.” 


Mr. Brown characterized the Navy as 
the first line of defense, contending that 
the cost of the Navy is the price the U. S. 
has to pay for the time it will take, in any 
future war, to get the Air Force and the 
Army into effective range. The immensity 
of the Navy’s task was cited by an ex- 
ample which stressed that “twenty ships 
would be required for concrete alone to 
build a single strip from which B-36’s 
could operate.” The Naval air force, he 
said, “provides the critical element of 
time, time for us to obtain footholds 
within reach of the enemy while he is 
denied time to make full use of his first 
gains.” 


Prior to our entrance in World War II, 
we had strong allies who “bought” us 
time, but “if war comes again,” he said, 
“there are no allies strong enough to do 
that. So we buy time by placing air 
power on mobile bases which can hold 
certain distant strategic points that we 
must have.” 


The text of Mr. Brown’s concluding re- 
marks is as follows: 


“I am surprised sometimes that our people 
do not properly understand what they have 
in this unique force which is Naval air 
power. Floating air power means that con- 
centrations of planes from unexpected places 
can reach as far as they can fly, plus the 
distance carriers can travel, and that means 
as far as you want to send them. 


“I wish you would bear in mind one thing 
—that there are certain of the world’s most 
critical targets which today and for some 
time in the future can be reached only by 
aircraft launched from airplane carriers. To 
me, the fact that these targets are attain- 
able only by carrier-based aircraft is one of 
the vital aspects of our national security. 

“In the event of war the defense of the 
country against enemy air attack is the first 
duty of the Air Force, and that is a duty 
that could not be performed by any other 
service. For there is no competition between 
the Air Force and the air power of the Navy. 
They are complementary, and the functions 
of each do not duplicate those of the other. 
Together, under unified command, they pro- 
vide an assortment of tools which is essen- 
tial. Bach has functions which now and 
tomorrow only it can perform. Both require 
your support, 

“I want to reiterate that the unique fac- 
tor of Naval air power is its mobility. It 
operates continuously and in force where 
needed, rather than where it has bases. It 
will take the first blow, and must strike back 
at once and be able to strike hard if it is 
to hold the line until the rest of the team 
ean get in.” 








Disability Retirement Hearings 


A House Armed Services subcom- 
mittee, headed by Representative Charles 
H. Elston (R-Ohio), currently investi- 
gating possibility of fraud in disability 
requirements, this week heard Maj. Gen. 
John BE. Dahlquist, Deputy Director of 
Personnel and Administration of the 
Army, declare there is no evidence of the 
Surgeon General’s Office having dis- 
criminated in favor of those seeking, or 
granted, disability retirement. 

“There is no evidence of the Surgeon 
General’s Office having discriminated ; 
30,000 Army officers have been retired for 
physical disability since 1940; some may 
have exercised fraud, but there was no 
fraud on the part of the examining medi- 
cal officers. An overall job on disability 
retirement was well-done,” he asserted. 

Subcommittee Chairman Elston re- 
vealed the information his group had 
gleaned from nearly 3,000 questionnaires 
sent to 2,500 Army officers retired for 
physical disability, and approximately 500 
so retired from the Navy. 

Information gained from 2,741 replies 
disclosed that about 50 per cent of the 
retired officers who had accepted civilian 
employment were receiving salaries in ex- 
cess of $4,000 a year, while a few had been 
accepted, without qualification, for life 
insurance. 

General Dahlquist countered with the 
statement that fitness for military duty 
determines the matter of retirement for 
disability—not fitness for private employ- 
ment. 

Representative Elston pointed out that 
criticism of retirement for disability had 
centered on five allegations: (1) Inequi- 
ties between the retirement system of the 
Navy and that of the Army; (2) Dis- 
ability retirement had been granted in 
some cases as a direct result of fraud; 
(3) Army and Navy had been over-gen- 
erous in granting disability retirements ; 
(4) There has been an unlawful and 
calculated effort by Regular officers to ob- 
tain disability retirement benefits, and 
(5) Officers of the Regular establishments 
had followed a pattern of discrimination 
against non-regular officers. 


In detailing these criticisms, Represen- 
tative Elston said they were not allega- 
tions by the subcommittee itself, or any 
member, but were the main points the 
group was trying to clear, both for the 
benefit of the services and for the tax- 
payers. 

Rear Adm. T. L. Sprague, Chief of Na- 
val Personnel, appeared to answer more 
or less routine questions relating to the 
differences between retirement systems of 
the two services, and was not called on 
for any opinion as to fraud in obtaining 
disability retirements. 

Slated to appear before the committee 
today, or 15 Feb. are Surgeons General, 
Rear Adm. Clifford A. Swanson, and Maj. 
Gen. R. W. Bliss.

Washington Cathedral’s National Roll 
of Honor now includes approximately 10,- 
000 names mostly veterans of World War 
II, according to the Rev. Merritt F. Wil- 
liams, canon of the Cathedral and Chair- 
man of the National War Memorial Com- 
mittee. 

The National Roll of Honor, which will 
be enshrined in the proposed War Me- 
morial of the Cathedral, is available for 
the names and service records of all men 
and women, regardless of race or creed, 
who served the nation in the recent and 
past wars. 

Canon Williams invites veterans to sub- 
mit their records, or the records of sons, 
daughters or other relatives to him in 
eare the National War Memorial Com- 
mittee, Washington Cathedral, Washing- 
ton 16, D. C. 








Gen. Eisenhower Leaves Office 


General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, announced at a 
luncheon at the National Press Club, 5 
Feb., that he would step aside for his suc- 
cessor, General Omar N. Bradley, today, 
7 Feb. He will remain nominally on active 
duty with the Office of the Chief of Staff 
pending subsequent orders. 


During a talk to the newsmen, described 
by some of his friends as his “valedic- 
tory” public address, General Eisenhower 
scoffed at fears of a war to be started by 
Soviet Russia, praised the European Re- 
covery (Marshall) Plan as a means of se- 
curity, and vigorously denied that he ever 
had any thought of wrecking the MacAr- 
thur-for-President Boom. 


The Russians are in no position to sup- 
port a global war, and no other nation in 
the world is in position to support one, he 
declared, adding that Europe, west of the 
Volga River, is the most important part 
of the world from our viewpoint. It has 
the potential capacity to produce more 
goods than are needed for national con- 
sumption, and surplus might go into war 
materials, he warned. 

Of the European Recovery Program, 
which he consistently referred to as the 
“Marshall Plan,” he said that professional 
military men regarded it as an “excellent 
security measure.” He said we should help 
any nation which sincerely desires to pre- 
serve the freedom and dignity of man. 
Any such nation is a natural ally of the 
United States, he declared. 

“Can you imagine this country living as 
an island of democracy in a world cov- 
ered by despotism?” He gave his own an- 
swer with a terse, “It would be impos- 
sible!” 

Noting the rapidity of change in wea- 
pons, shifting ideologies and generally un- 
steady conditions throughout the world, 
General Eisenhower rapped public de- 
mands that a national security plan be 
evolved, “tied up in red tape and care- 
fully filed in a convenient pigeon hole.” 
A security plan to be effective must be 
revised daily, he explained. 


He hopefully estimated that defense 
conditions were better today than he had 
expected in the days when there was 
“terrific pressure” for demobilization. He 
gave it as his opinion that our national 
defense structure of today is better than 
at a corresponding interval after World 
War I. 

Queried as to whether atomic weapons 
had done away with the need for large 
ground forces, General Eisenhower replied 
that, although mankind had alwayssought 
cheap ways to wage war, and despite the 
transcendent position of air power in 
modern war, there will always be the need 
for acquisition of bases by force. “This 
will be the job of the ground forces,” he 
said. 

His denial of any intent to wreck Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s presidential boom was 
marked by emotion as he told of his nine 
years of service under the conqueror of 
the Jananese. 

“T have great friendship for him,” Gen- 
eral Eisenhower said, trembling visibly. 
“I would do nothing knowingly to damage 
him,” he concluded with emphasis. 


His last appearance as Chief of Staff 
before the press corps of the Capital was 
not supported by any prepared talk, nor 
did he bring along a single note. His talk 
was entirely impromptu, and some of his 
views were brought out by questioning 
from the largest group of Fourth Estaters 
ever to gather in honor of a public figure.

Would Boost Air Funds 


Spurred by the suggestion of the Pres 
ident’s Air Policy Commission, Senator 
Johnson (D-Colo.), this week introduced 
legislation (S. 2009) calling for appropt' 
ations of two billion dollars for the A 
Force for each of the fiscal years 1949 and 
1950. 

As outlined by Senator Johnson, the 
purposes of his bill are 

“(a) to regain and maintain the supremacy 
of ‘the U. S. in air power by progressive 4 
vancement in the kind and design of aircraft 
and long-range missiles, and the construc 
tion and maintenance of such additional mod- 
ern air weapons as may be needed during the 
next two fiscal years; 

“(b) to provide constant scientific researc 
in the development of air weapons, including 
aircraft, rockets, guided missiles, atomic wet 
pons, radar and other electronic equipment 
and other modern offensive and defensive wet 
pons and techniques to the limit of the Tf 
sources of the United States and the genius 
of its citizens; 

“(e) to provide for the development of plan® 
for the employment of such air weapons to 
the end that the national security o! the 
United States may be safeguarded by its @ 
pacity to launch immediately an air counte™ 
offensive of maximum effectiveness if such B® 
tional security should be endangered throug? 
the overt act of any aggressor nation. 
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Armed Forces Staff College 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
ower opened the third class in joint mili- 
tary operations at the Armed Forces 
staff College, Norfolk, Va., 2 Feb. with 
an address on the importance of unifi- 
cation of the armed services. Lt. Gen. 
Delos C. Emmons, Commandant of the 
College, presented General Eisenhower 
and welcomed the 150 students and their 
families. Chaplain J. D. Zimmerman, 
USN, gave the Invocation and the Bene- 
diction.

Army Retirement Bill 


The Rules Committee of the House of 
Representatives will be asked Monday or 
Tuesday, 9-10 Feb., to clear the Army Re- 
tirement Bill (H. R. 2744), for general 
debate on the floor of the House, accord- 
ing to Representative Leroy Johnson ( R.- 
Calif.), Chairman of an Armed Services 
subcommittee which has favorably re- 
ported the measure. 

In a special address to the House the 
afternoon of 2 Feb., Representative John- 
son emphasized the importance and need 
for the early passage of the Act. He 
forcefully pointed out the measure would 
offer greater inducements to officer and 
enlisted personnel to remain in the serv- 
ice and at the same time would serve as 
a magnet to draw needed numbers of 
World War II veterans into the organized 
reserves. , 

Supporting Mr. Johnson in his views, 
Representative Overton Brooks (R.-La.), 
author of the bill, declared the whole 
problem of Army retirement pay had been 
the subject of exhaustive study by himself 
and former associates on the old Military 
Affairs Committee since 1941. This bill 
must be passed if we are to have adequate 
manpower for another war, the Louisian- 
ian asserted. 

Others who took the floor to back Rep- 
resentatives Johnson and Brooks were 
Representatives Carl Albert (D.-Okla. ) ;

No Cut in Navy Personnel 
Navy Reserve and temporary officers 
and warrant officers now on active duty 
will be retained during fiscal 1949 if they 
so desire. The text of ALNAYV 11, outlin- 
ing the plan, is as follows: 

“Personnel plans for Fiscal 1949 are based 
on the continued voluntary retention through- 
out that fiscal year of reserve and temporary 
officers and warrant officers now on active 
duty who applied for and were retained for 
fiscal 1948. Officers concerned not desiring re- 
tention on active duty after 30 June 1948 shall 
submit a request for release effective on or 
before that date to reach BuPers (attention 
Pers 310) prior to 1 April 1948. No action is 
necessary on the part of officers desiring con- 
tinued retention and such officers shall con- 
sider their retention for fiscal 189 tenta- 
tively approved. Attention is invited to the 
fact that no firm commitments as to reten- 
tion on active duty during fiscal 1949 can be 
made until appropriations for that year are 
known. This Alnay does not apply to con- 
tract aviators and reserve medical and dental 
officers retained under Alnav 281-46, which 
officers will be released automatically upon 
expiration of their stated terms of service. 
Reserve medical and dental officers who have 
voluntarily requested retention for one year 
or more under Alnay 184-47, but whose expira- 
tion dates are prior to 30 June 1949, shall con- 
sider their retention to that date tentatively 
approved. This Alnav does not apply to of- 
ficers on duty paid under the Naval Reserve 
appropriation. Retention of such officers wil! 
be handled separately.” 





National Guard Clarification 

Secretary of the Army Kenneth C. 
Royall this week indicated that State 
jurisdiction over the National Guard 
would be protected in the best manner 
possible in any reorganization of the 
Army of the United States. 

Several weeks ago, Maj. Gen. Harry 
Vaughan, Aide to President Truman, in 
a puvlished article suggested that the Na- 
tional Guard and the Reserve should be 
consolidated. Following publication of 
General Vaughan’s remarks Honorable 
Alfred E. Driscoll, Governor of New 
Jersey, wrote Secretary of Defense For- 
restal for clarification of the proposals. 

In a telegram, addressed to Governor 
Driscoll, Secretary Royall stated : 

“The Secretary of Defense has asked me to 
reply to your telegram of 8 Jan. The or- 
ganization of your State Militia and the pol- 
ices pertaining to it are wholly the responsi- 
bility of the State of New Jersey. However, 
the organization of the Army of the United 
States, of which the National Guard is a 
part, has been governed by established pol- 
icies which have been applied uniformly to 
both regular and civilian components. An 
analysis of this important matter has been 
undertaken by the staff in order to produce 
a sound solution.” 





Nylon for New Dress Uniform 

When Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
eventually sends to the White House the 
Department of the Army’s final design 
for the new full dress uniform it will 
specify that the braid adorning it will be 
made of spun nylon instead of real gold. 

Tentative approval has been given by 
the General Staff to a Quartermaster de- 
sign for trimmings for the new Army full 
dress. Secretary Forrestal, however, has 
not as yet sent the specifications to the 
White House. 
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Constitutionality of Air Force 


To obviate any question of the complete 
legality of the new U. 8. Air Force, Rep- 
resentative Claude I. Bakewell (R.-Mo.), 
has introduced a resolution (H. J, Res. 
298) proposing to amend the Constitution 
to include the Air Force within the pow- 
ers and responsibilities of the Congress 
and the President. 


Representative Bakewell’s resolution, 
which he intends to press before the 
House Committee on Judiciary, would 
amend the Constitution, when ratified by 
three-fourths of the States, by the addi- 
tion of the following article: 

“Section 1. In addition to the powers 
enumerated in article I, section 8, hereof, 
Congress shall have power to provide and 
maintain an Air Force and to make rules for 
the government and regulation thereof, 

“Sec. 2. The President shall be Commander 
in Chief of the Air Force of the United States.” 

Discussing his resolution and the need 
therefore, Representative Bakewell told 
the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL as follows: 

“The Constitution provides in Section I 
that 

“*The Congress shall have Power * * * To 
raise and support Armies, but no Appropria- 
tion of Money to that Use shall be for a long 
er Term than two Years; To provide and 
maintain a Navy: To make Rules for the 
Government and Regulation of the land and 
naval Porces.’ 

“It is also provided in Section II of the 
Constitution that 

“*The President shall be Commander in 
Chief of the Army and Navy of the United 
States, and of the Militia of the several States, 
when called into the actual Service of the 
United States; * * *,’ 

“The Supreme Court in recent years has 
tended generally to expand the concept of 
implied powers, and it is likely that if 
the question were presented before that 
tribunal for judicial interpretation, the 
Court would hold that the specified 
power to provide and maintain an Army 
and Navy carries the implied power to 
provide other elements of national de- 
fense. However, in my opinion, the un- 
certainty should be eliminated so that the 
question need not be raised in connection 
with contracts made by the Air Force 
or in regard to sentences which might in 
the future be imposed by an Air Force 
court martial. Under the present circum- 
stances, many persons maintain differing 
views, leading to a general state of un- 
certainty and confusion. 

“As you are no doubt aware, H. R, 2575 
(the Military Justice bill) in its present 
form in which it passed the House, does 
not provide for a separate Air Force dis- 
ciplinary system. Under the present pro- 
visions of that bill, all Air Force person- 
nel would be tried before Army Courts 
and Boards, under the general super- 
vision of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army. I think that this is an 
anomalous situation, and that the bill 
should be amended to provide for a sep- 
arate Air Force disciplinary system, One 
of the arguments advanced against this, 
however, is that there is the legal question 
of the constitutionality of such trials and 
of the authority of Congress to make rules 
and regulations for the government of the 
Air Force. 

“As far as I know, the Attorney General 
has issued no ruling on this question, but 
it was considered by personnel in the Air 
Forces at the time the Unification Bill 
was passed.” 


Navy Backs Security Week 

Citing the dangers of military weak- 
ness, Navy leaders have indorsed National 
Security Week, 12-22 Feb., as a means to 
keeping the nation’s citizens aware of 
preparedness needs, 

Secretary of Navy John L, Sullivan, in 
a letter to the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion, pointed out that “it is upon the 
people themselves that the strength of our 
armed forces and the safety of our Na- 
tion ultimately depend.” 

At the same time, Fleet Admiral Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz, wartime Pacific command- 
er and until recently chief of naval op- 
erations, warned that it is “of greater im- 
portance than ever before that we not be 
found unprepared.”

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7th RCT to Full Strength 


The Seventh Infantry Regimental Com- 
bat Team of the Third Infantry Division, 
which fought the Nazis on practically 
every front in Europe and Africa during 
531 days of combat in World War II is 
to be moved from Camp Campbell, Ky., 
to Ft. Benning, Ga., and recruited to full 
strength under a special program an- 
nounced this week by the Department of 
the Army. 

Enlistments are for three years and are 
restricted to men with prior service in one 
of the Armed Forces since 12 May, 1945. 
Of these, 80 per cent are required to have 
served with units either assigned or at- 
tached to the Third Division at any time 
during World War II. Enlistees whose 
service is satisfactory will remain with 
the 7th ROT for the full period of their 
enlistment. Those with specialized skills 
may enlist in a grade appropriate to their 
training and length of service. 

An enlisted strength of 4,523 has been 
authorized for the combat team, which in- 
cludes the Seventh Infantry Regiment, 
the Tenth Field Artillery Battalion, Com- 
pany “A” of the Tenth Engineer Combat 
Battalion and elements of the Seventy- 
third Heavy Tank Battalion. 








Rename CA Battery 


The Coast Artillery seacoast battery 
formerly known as Battery 6” BC, Tacti- 
cal No. 1, Construction No. 240, has been 
renamed Battery Harry C Barnes. 

The battery is located at Fort MacAr- 
thur, San Pedro, Calif. and authorization 
for the change of name is contained in 
Department of the Army General Order 
No. 1 under date of 9 January 1948.

Voluntary Category System 

The Department of the Army this week 
issued Circular No. 18 modifying Circular 
79, 1947, concerning the status of Army 
of the United States Officers. The circular 
contains the following paragraphs: 

“Effective immediately no officer, other than 
those excepted in paragraph 3, will leave the 
zone of interior for oversea assignment un- 
less he holds, or has applied for an Officer’s 
Reserve Corps commission dated subsequent 
to 28 June 1945, or holds a National Guard 
of the United States Commission. 

“Acceptance of an Officers’ Reserve Corps 
commission will not affect current Army of 
the United States grade or present volunteer 
eategory status, In the near future, a Depart- 
ment of the Army circular will be published 
revising the present volunteer category sys- 
tem to make all tours of duty definite periods 
of time. Only officers who hold a commission 
in the Officer Reserve Corps dated subsequent 
to 28 June 1945, or in the National Guard of 
the United States will be eligible for con- 
tinued active duty under the new officer volun- 
teer category system.”

A protest to Congress by 61 members 
of the Army Nurse Corps on duty in 
Japan complaining that enlistment 
promises have not materialized has been 
referred to Secretary of the Army Royall 
with a request for information as to the 
reasonableness of its contentions. 

The letter, signed by 61 nurses was 
sent to Representative Frances P. Bolton 
(R.-O.), and turned over by her to Rep- 
resentative Margaret Chase Smith (R.- 
Me.). The nurses referred to items con- 
tained in a recruiting pamphlet entitled 
“Peacetime Opportunities in the Army 
Nurse Corps.” 

In their letter the nurses said: “It was 
our impression when we received our com- 
missions that we would gain the rights 
and privileges of male officers as well as 
the responsibilities. To date we have re- 
ceived the rank, pay and responsibilities, 
but as yet the privileges are questiona- 
ble.” 

As to the promised “30 days a year of 
accruable leave,” the retort Was “a nurse 
stationed in Tokyo, in fact, anywhere in 
Japan, must go out of the theater to be 
billeted at any hotel for leave time. There 
isno place for nurses on leave in Japan— 
unless we stay at another hospital, which 
has become the common practice in this 
area. If we do not care to spend our leave 
ina hospital or transportation is not avail- 
able to go to China, Korea, or Manila, we 
must forfeit all acerued leave over 60 
days... . On foreign service—bdilleting 
facilities at all hotels, recreational or 
otherwise, are unavailable for nurses.” 

To the promise of sick leave, the claim 
of the nurses was: “Exactly the same con- 
ditions as stated above exist in cases of 
sick leave. After an illness a nurse can 
either spend her sick leave in the quarters 
orremain a hospital patient until able to 
return to full duty; when often a change 
of environment would be conducive to the 
restoration of nurses’ health.” 

Quoting the recruiting claim that “She 
is a respected member of an important 
professional team,” the letter asserted 
“we are definitely to be kept in the do- 
mestic class. Dependents of soldiers, ci- 
villians and their dependents, Niseis and 
now the Japanese wives and children, 
plus the foreign Allies and their families 
in large numbers is fast becoming our 
‘career.’ We are definitely the servants 
as far as the women are concerned. Un- 
fortunately, the policy here is to concen- 
trate nursing care on seriously ill, but 
on rank, and especially on wives of rank. 
... The rule is—no woman patient is al- 
lowed to make her own bed despite the 
fact that she is able to go out on pass. 
The reason is—a white woman in Japan 
loses face if she makes her own bed... . 

“In the male wards we have a similar 
problem. A soldier patient, if he is able, 
must make his own bed and police his own 
area. A civilian in the very next bed has 
his bed made for him and is not held 
responsible for the tidiness of his area.” 

Then the letter argues that there is an 
insufficient number of nurses in Japan 
and provides supporting statistics. 

Referring to duty hours, the letter 
Specifies that “everyone but the Medical 
Corps is on a 40-hour week. The nurses 
still work a day shift of 48 hours a week 
and a night shift of 84 hours a week for 
two weeks.” 

As for the quarters promised in the re- 
cruiting pamphlet, the letter continues: 
“The situation of quarters has made us 
more resentful than any other... . nurses 
are required to serve tours of night duty 
approximately every 8 weeks for a pe- 
riod of 2 weeks. Where there are 2 nurses 
in one room the night nurse is awakened 
when her roommate comes off on her 
hours or the day nurse has no place to go, 
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since there is no recreation room pro- 
vided. ... 

“Where we are now, we have objected 
to having 2 nurses in one room. In this 
hotel there are 12 single rooms, 20 double 
rooms and 15 three-bed rooms. Where 
have we gained uninterrupted rest for the 
night nurses; or privacy?” 

Concluding their plea, the letter sug- 
gests “will someone please explain to us 
why we who are sent over here with work 
to do can be piled into any disagreeable, 
inadequate housing, while lovely housing 
areas with their own theaters, clubs, and 
Post Exchanges are built for the de 
pendents.”

University, oldest 
civilian-military collegiate institution in 
the United States, will be the scene of a 
National Defense Conference to be con- 
ducted on Lincoln’s birthday, 12 Feb., it 
has been announced by President Homer 
L. Dodge. 

Two speakers already engaged for the 
conference will be Representative Charles 
A. Plumley, of Vermont, for 14 years 
president of the University before his 
election to Congress, and Robert Cutler, 
president of the Old Colony Trust Co., 
Boston. 

Speakers from the Armed Services are 
expected to include Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions Admiral Louis E. Denfeld; Deputy 
Chief of Staff General J. Lawton Collins, 
and Air Force Chief of Staff General Car] 
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Spaatz. Other ranking officers are ex- 
pected to attend. 

Norwich was selected as the conference 
scene because for more than a century It 
has combined military training with col- 
legiate studies. Further, 12 Feb. is the 
birth anniversary of Alden Partridge, 
founder of the old military college in 1819 
which became the forerunner for later es- 
tablishment of ROTC units in institutions 
of higher learning. 

Over 60 per cent of the alumni of Nor- 
wich fought in World War II. Included 
were: 16 generals; 170 colonels; 210 
majors; 314 captains and 538 lieutenants, 
while 16 of the graduates were Generals 
in the Chinese Army.

New Navy Vessels 

Secretary of the Navy John L. Sulli- 
van announced this week that the Navy 
plans to ask Congress for permission to 
construct certain new “prototype” ves- 
sels, in lieu of continuing work on two 
ships currently being prepared for 
guided missile use. 

Conversion of the Kentucky and the 
Hawaii to guided missile ships, for which 
Congress appropriated $308,000,000, will 
be discontinued if the requested new pro- 
gram is approved. The Secretary indi- 
eated that, although the guided missile 
program had not progressed as fast as 
anticipated, the major reason for the 
change-over is to provide ships for which 
an immediate purpose is foreseen. He said 
that the Hawaii and Kentucky “are now 
in a stage of completion which makes the 
cost of maintaining them comparatively 
minor.” 

Under the program for the development 
of the Kentucky and the Hawaii, it was 
anticipated that the Navy Department 
would spend about thirty million dollars 
during fiscal 1949. The new program calls 
for an expenditure of approximately six- 
teen million for the same period, with an 
over-all cost of $230,000,000 for the new 
program as compared to three hundred 
and eight million for the two guided mis- 
sile ships. 

Ships in the new, 1949 shipbuilding pro- 
gram will include one new carrier, “larger 
than any we now have,” the Secretary 
said. It will be of the flush-deck type, dis- 
placing from 60,000 to 80,000 tons, and 
capable of launching bombers heavier 
than any we now have. 

Other ships in the new plan will include 
four new submarines of the high-submerg- 
ing speed type; a new “killer ship,” anti- 
submarine, surface vessel on the nature 
of a destroyer though larger; and the 
conversion of one submarine and one 
Essex-class carrier. 

In comparing the difference in speed 
between the new submarines to be con- 
structed and the old type, Secretary Sulli- 
van stated that the difference would be as 
great as that between a field hockey game 
and an ice-hockey game. “I don’t think we 
are going to waste much money,” he said, 
“developing conventional type submarines 
from now on.” 

The Secretary also said that the Navy 
does not intend to build any large ships 
in quantities, that new ships will be con- 
structed in small numbers and will be 
“prototypes” giving the Navy invaluable 
experience which can be used to advan- 
tage if or when we find it necessary to 
construct great quantities.

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Navy Adds Satellite Airfields 

The Navy has established a system of 
satellite airfields around major air re- 
serve training stations to facilitate the 
participation of a large number of Naval 
Reserve personnel in the flying phase of 
the air reserve training program. 

Under the program, planes are flown 
from the parent air station to the auxili- 
ary field at regularly scheduled times 
each month for use by members of the 
outlying volunteer flight unit, and are re- 
turned to the parent station when the 
training period is over. 

The time and money involved in travel 
by Naval Reserve personnel who live at a 
distance from one of the 23 major Navy 
air reserve training stations throughout 
the country have frequently precluded 
their active participation in regular flight 
training. 

A satellite field is set up at a municipal 
field or other local flying facility when 
the number of interested aviation person- 
nel in a given outlying area warrants the 
organization of an Associated Volunteer 
Unit. Each AVU has its own command- 
ing officer responsible for maintaining 
training schedules, administration, and 
enrollment of additional reservists. The 
parent station discharges support func- 
tions, and controls the training syllabus. 

Members of the volunteer units are now

Ram Jet Hits Supersonic Speed 

The largest supersonic ram jet engine 
ever flown has attained a speed far into 
the supersonic range in its first test flight 
at the Naval Ordnance Test Station, In- 
yokern, Calif., according to an announce- 


the Naval Bureau of Ordnance. 

The ram jet, popularly known as the 
“flying stovepipe,” is a duct open at both 
ends and with no moving parts. In 
test flight it delivered about 25 times the 
power available from the best aircraft 
reciprocating engines. By comparison, 
the power developed by this simple en- 


combined horsepower of the largest four- 
engine planes. 

Knowledge gained in earlier flights of 
a small ram jet, plus extended laboratory 
tests in the Navy’s testing facility at 
Daingerfield, Tex., contributed to the suc- 
cessful flight trail of the large model.

Integrating Negroes in U. S. Navy 


“The Integration of the Negro into the 
United States Navy,” a 205-page study 
prepared by Lt. Dennis D. Nelson, Ij, 
USNR, was released this week by the 
Navy Department. 

Written by Lieutenant Nelson as the 
thesis for his Master’s Degree in sociology 
from Howard University, Washington, 
D. C., the work is not an official Nayy 
history, although the Navy “considers it 
the best and most complete study avai- 
able on the subject.” Rear Adm. Thomas 
L. Sprague, Chief of Naval Personnel, has 
written a foreword which explains that 
“it is believed to be an objective and ac. 
curate synthesis of the available source 
material ... that the work gives a fair 
and valid appraisal of the Navy’s atti- 
tude and interest in its Negro personnel,” 

The thesis covers the history of the 
Negro’s participation in the U. S. Navy 
for the past 71 years; discusses past and 
present Naval policies regarding Negro 
personnel and outlines early patterns of 
segregation and the development of train- 
ing. 

Lieutenant Nelson states that the study 
“tends to prove that there is no ‘Negro 
psychology’ as such; that Negroes differ 
among themselves as much as other popu- 
lation groups ; that the stereotyped Negro 
is a product of fiction, and that basic 
principles of leadership, and response to 
good leadership and treatment are funda- 
mentally the same regardless of personnel 
involved.” 

He writes that “for all the humilia- 
tions of segregation found in the Armed 
Forces, many Negroes have remembered 
that it was only in uniform that they 
knew anything approaching a_ decent 
standard of living—good shelter, warm 
clothing, decent food, a fair wage and 
humanitarian treatment.” He contends 
that during World War II the utiliza- 
tion of Negro troops in close association 
with similar white units did more than 
anything else to effect their successful 
employment, and that “a greater degree 
of success was obtained when Negro per- 
sonnel was integrated or absorbed into 
the Naval service as a whole.” 

A program of integration, such as that 
developed by the Navy, Nelson states, 
“was a great gain for Negroes—possibly 
the greatest social gain of World War 
II, and it tended to develop a class of men 
who by virtue of training, discipline and 
maturing experience were better pre- 
pared for integration into the Nation's 
life.” 

At present there are 15,000 enlisted 
Negroes in the Navy, although there are 
only three Negro officers (including one 
nurse), in the Regular Navy and one Re- 
serve officer, the author.

Blectric Boat Company at Groton, Con- 
necticut. This new construction presaged 
a new era in the Atlantic Submarine 
Force, in that the conduct of training and 
shakedown of these new submarines be- 
came an ever enlarging task. So it was 
that when World War II broke out all of 
these functions became of increasing im- 
portance due to the speed-up in new con- 
struction and the increased scope of 
training requirements. In fact, prepara- 
tion of new submarines for combat opera- 
tions against the Japanese in the Pacific 
became the major mission of the Atlantic 

Submarine Force. 

Today in the post-war period, it is quite 
a different story. New construction has 
been temporarily suspended. However, 
many new tasks have arisen to occupy 
fully the forces and facilities available 
during the transition to peacetime status. 

The Submarine Base, New London, 
Conn., became very much alive and active, 
due to the expansion during the war. 
Well constructed permanent buildings re- 
placed many of the old temporary World 
War I structures. Located at the New 
London Base are several components of 
the Submarine Force, including the Sub- 
marine School for basic and advanced 
training of officers and enlisted men, the 
New London Group of the Atlantic Re- 
serve Fleet, and the U. S. Naval Medical 
Research Laboratory. The post-war Sub- 
marine Force, Atlantic Fleet, is comprised 
of four squadrons of submarines, two 
shore based at New London, and two ten- 
der based, one on the USS Howard W. 
Gilmore at the Submarine Base, Key 
West, Fla., and one on the USS Orion at 
Balboa, Canal Zone. There are 41 active 
submarines in these four squadrons, plus 
one submarine rescue vessel assigned to 
each squadron. 

The mission of the Force at the present 
time is as varied as its geography. The 
pre-war functions of* type training and 
furnishing underway services for the 
Submarine School students have been 
maintained. In addition to these are the 
evaluation of new experimental types of 
submarines and the endless chain of ex- 
perimental submarine equipment being 
tested, including the furnishing of tar- 
gets for our Air and Surface Anti-Sub- 
marine Warfare training units. 

The success of the German U-boats in 
the European war and the effectiveness of 
our own submarines in the Pacific are now 
a matter of history. It is essential to the 
future security of the United States that 
the Navy maintain its established supre- 
macy in both submarine warfare and its 
counterpart, our ability to cope with the 
enemy submarine. The submarine ele- 
ments of the Naval Operating Forces, 
like other branches of the armed forces, 
are utilizing the latest scientific and ex- 
Perimental facilities in the development 
of all phases of Undersea Warfare. 

The submarine “Mothball” fleet in the 
Atlantic area is under Commander Sub- 
marine Force, Atlantic Fleet, as a subordi- 
nate command of the Atlantic Reserve 
Fleet. Permanent piers and facilities to 
provide berthing and preservation have 
been constructed in the New London area. 
This part of the “Mothball” fleet is called 
the New London Group of the Atlantic 
Reserve Fleet and consists of 49 sub- 
marines, 4 submarine tenders, 1 sub- 
marine rescue vessel, 2 tugs, and 2 float- 
ing dry docks. Personnel are assigned in 
numbers, within budgetary limitations, 
to maintain these vessels in such a state 
of material readiness that they could all 

placed in service on short notice in 
case of need. 

During the summer months, extensive 
operating time of the active fleet sub- 
marines and of the Submarine School are 
devoted to the training of civilians who 
are members of the Submarine com- 
ponents of the Naval Reserve. Two weeks 


of active duty training for qualified naval 
reserve officers and enlisted personnel is 
conducted by assigning them directly to 
operating submarines. Inexperienced sub- 
marine reserve personnel are screened by 
medical examiners and then assigned to 
the reserve training department of the 
Submarine School for basic instruction 
and an opportunity to receive practical 
training on an active fleet submarine dur- 
ing the latter part of their two week 
period of active duty. 

Experimentation in all phases of Sub- 
marine Warfare will be vigorously prose- 
cuted in the future as funds are made 
available. The conversion program re- 
cently authorized by Congress will permit 
the testing of advanced types of sub- 
marines and techniques in specialized 
assignments. Keels of two new sub- 
marines will be laid during 1948. These 
submarines will contain many new and 
radical design features determined from 
our own war experiences and those of our 
enemies whose submarines were captured 
and evaluated. The future of the Sub- 
marine Force, U. 8. Atlantic Fleet, will 
continue to be closely integrated with 
that of the Pacific Submarine Force. 

Submarines have carried out many mis- 
sions in addition to their conventional one 
of ship destruction. This was particular- 
ly true of United States submarines dur- 
ing the recent war in the Pacific. Some 
of those tasks would normally have been 
assigned to other forces had it been pos- 
sible for those forces to accomplish them. 
It often happened, however, that surface 
craft and aircraft could not, under cer- 
tain circumstances, reach the necessary 
location, or stay in that loation long 
enough. It is the aim of our submarine 
forces to continue their developments 
along all possible lines. Then, if we 
should become engaged in another war, 
submarines may contribute to its success- 
ful termination in many ways. Some of 
the missions might be, as they have in the 
past, subsidiary to thé efforts of other 
forces. United States submarines intend 
to be ready for every possible task. 

Our main current objective is to give to

Extolling the value of the contribu- 
tions made by B’nai B’rith to the com- 
fort and welfare of naval personnel dur- 
ing the recent war, Admiral Denfeld 
stated that he wished everyone could 
hear of the organization’s “Serve a Ship” 
program. He said that the program “did 
more than fill up the idle moments of 
fighting men,” that it, “helped to win the 
war,” by keeping men relaxed before bat- 
tles. 

At the same time the organization pre- 
sented Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan, mili- 
tary aide to President Truman. with a 
portrait of himself for “his service to all 
Americans” as the president’s co-ordi- 
nator of veterans Affairs. B’nai B’rith 
commissioned Miss Jerry Greene, Coates- 
ville, Pa. to do General Vaughan’s por- 
trait. 

Admiral Denfeld paid high tribute to 
the Navy Chaplain Corps as one of the im- 
portant factors in the Navy’s welfare and 
recreational programs. “Our ministers, 
rabbis and priests are as much a part of 
the Navy,” he said, “as a captain in com- 
mand of a ship—and just as important.” 

Admiral Denfeld devoted the remainder 
of his speech to a discussion of the prob- 
lem of National Defense. He pointed out 
the importance of preparedness, and the 
striking of a proper balance between na- 
tional economy and national security. He 
told the organization that, although the 
Navy has 2,400 vessels in the reserve fleet, 
and 900,000 Reserve Officers, it would 
take from 3 to 9 months to make the 
ships ready for sea, with trained crews 
to man them. “Because of this antici- 
pated delay ... ,” he said, “out emphasis 
is placed upon keeping the active fleets 
ready to go.” 

In outlining the importance of a Navy 
composed of air, surface, and sub-surface 
elements, he told the B’nai B'rith “We 
have a well-balanced Navy today, and we 
intend to keep it that way.” 


Portable Seaplane Dock 


A floating service dock, capable of being 


disassembled and transported by air, has 
| been developed by the Naval Bureau of 


Aeronautics. 
The portable dock is designed for use 
at advance bases where seaplane mainte- 
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nance facilities are inadequate or nen- 
existent. When assembled it is composed 
of nine pneumatic float sections connected 
in a “U” and covered with a plywood 
deck. Production models of the float sec- 
tions, which become pontoons when in- 
flated, will be made of nylon. 

The entire, 5,600-pound units can be 
stowed aboard a Navy patrol bomber sea- 
plane and flown to an advance base, 
where it can be assembled from the plane 
while still in the water. It can be towed 
to any desired position by the plane or a 
power boat. The dock may be dis- 
assembled from the water also. 

Deck panels of three-quarter inch ply- 
wood, hinged together and secured to the 
top of the pontoons, provide a working 
platform about six feet wide on both sides 
of the “U” and approximately 18 by 25 
feet at the bottom. 








Marines to Transport QM School 

Fifty-four Marine officers and enlisted 
men began a course of instruction this 
month at the Naval Amphibious Base, 
Coronado, Calif. 

The Marine students, carefully selected 
from Fleet Marine Force units scattered 
throughout the Pacific, will receive nine 
weeks’ instruction in the Transport 
Quartermaster School of the Troop Train- 
ing Unit, Amphibious Training Command. 
The course will present the latest methods 
and techniques for combat loading of all 
types of naval vessels and aircraft, and 
includes actual practice in loading various 
ships in San Diego Harbor. 

Upon graduation, most of the students 
will return to their home bases qualified 
to assume such Transport Quartermaster 
duties as,may arise within their units. 
Others will be ordered to duty as Trans- 
port Quartermasters aboard various troop 
and cargo transports in the Pacific Fleet.

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Weapons Board Meets 


The Aircraft and Weapons Board of 
the U. 8. Air Force this week completed 
a four-day meeting, the first since organi- 
zation and initial meeting of the board 
last August. 

The mission of the Board is to deter- 
mine and chart the aircraft and weapons 
development and procurement programs 
of the Air Force, and to consider other 
related matters referred to it by the Chief 
of Staff of the U. S. Air Force. 

Included in the functions of the Board 
are the determination of requirements for 
new aircraft and weapon development 
projects and the selection of specific air- 
craft and weapons for procurement. The 
basic types of aircraft and weapons re- 
quired to carry out the mission and plans 
of the USAF were under study at the 
meeting just ended.

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Promote USAF POW’s 


A hew program under which former 
prisoners of war, now members of the 
Air Force Enlisted Reserve, may be pro- 
moted in accordance with policies ap- 
plicable to enlisted personnel of the Air 
Force, has been worked out by the Air 
Force. 

The plan, which is contained in AF 
Regulation No. 35-17, dated 22 Jan, 1948, 
makes members of the Air Force Enlisted 
Reserve below the first non-commissioned 
grade who are former prisoners of war 
and who were not given a one grade pro- 
motion subsequent to their return to mili- 
tary control and while serving in active 
duty status, eligible for one-grade prison- 
er of war promotions without regard to 
existing table of organization vacancies. 

Subsequent promotions of personnel 
who presumably would have been ad- 
vanced more than one grade, but for their 
internment, evasion, or capture, may be 
effected by the Chief of Staff, United 
States Air Force, without regard to va- 
cancy upon demonstration of ability by 
performance of duties of the higher grade. 

Recommendations for subsequent pro- 
motion will be initiated by the unit in- 
structors of the individuals concerned. 


Aids Jet Pilots 


A new system of radio-telephone com- 
munication which permits direct con- 
versation between forecasters and pilots 
has been inaugurated by Air Weather 
Service to furnish faster weather advice 
to high-speed jet aircraft of the U. S. Air 
Force. 

The system is being installed to meet 
problems created by the rapid fuel con- 
sumption and high speeds of jet planes. 

Properly-timed weather briefing is of 
critical importance to the jet pilot; in 
fact, knowledge of the weather situation 
which will exist at the destination at the 
exact time of arrival is vital. Due to fuel 
consumption of such aircraft at low alti- 
tudes, often as much as 550 gallons an 
hour, once a jet pilot has “let-down” to 
land after a long flight there might be in- 
sufficient fuel remaining to proceed to an 
alternate base some distance away, 

Similarly, because of high cruising 
speeds, a jet pilot might be 100 miles be- 
yond a weather station while waiting a 
few minutes for briefings to be relayed 
through the control tower operator. To 
compensate for this speed and further 
personalize contact between forecaster 
and pilot, three USAF bases have in- 
stalled facilities permitting the forecaster 
to talk directly with the pilot. Specific 
information desired by the pilot thus can 
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be obtained immediately while within 
radio range. 

While begun primarily as a necessary 
aid to jet aircraft, the system will prove 
advantageous for the future of all air 
operations, since any type of aircraft may 
employ this direct communication with 
Air Weather Service once the remote 
equipment is installed. 

Initial installations have been made at 
Langley Air Force Base, Va.; Tinker Air 
Force Base, Okla.; and March Air Force 
Base, Calif. 


Medics Study Airmen 

Army Medical Department researchers 
have undertaken exhaustive experiments, 
with the cooperation of the U. S. Air 
Force, to determine, through “Operation 
Windchill,” what might happen to the 
physical and psychological well-being of 
soldiers suddenly transported by air from 
warm climates to extreme Arctic cold in 
a possible future war. 

Thirty-two Air Force men, selected for 
high physical and mental capacity from 
a group of volunteers, have just been 
flown from the semi-tropical climate of 
MacDill Field, Fla., to a sub-Arctic cold 
area of the far north in the most extensive 
test of acclimatization yet undertaken. 

All the men have been stationed at the 
Florida post for months. They were com- 
pletely adjusted to the climatic condi- 
tions. In less than a day they were set 
down amid snow and ice in zero tempera- 
tures to set up a bivouac—a situation 
similar to what would be encountered 
had they crashed in the Arctic. 

The object of the Army Medical De- 
partment is to determine exactly what 
changes take place in the bodies of these 
men in the course of adjustment to ex- 
treme cold. For several weeks before 
leaving Florida they were subjected to 
about every physical test known to medi- 
cal science. These tests ranged from the 
ordinary basal metabolism and blood 
pressure measurements to complete blood 
chemistry. Sulfur content of red cells, 
Vitamin C content of blood cells and plas- 
ma, complete urine chemistry, concentra- 
tion of sex and adrenal hormones and 
their precursors, and analysis of body 
fats were among the determinations. Sel- 
dom have healthy human subjects been 
subjected to such complete examinations. 

Once the men arrived at their Arctic 
base the tests were started all over again. 
The objective is to discover the bio- 
chemical and physiological changes which 
accompany day-to-day acclimatization to 
cold and their variation with individuals. 
Presumably some of the major changes 
take place in blood chemistry, but the en- 
tire field is one in which there is rela- 
tively little really scientific data. Much 
has been discovered in tests under simu- 
lated conditions but much remains to be 
explored as to psychological reactions 
and their effects on physical well-being 
reactions known medically as psycho- 
somatic. 

The technical director of “Operation 
Windchill” is Dr. Robert E. Johnson of 
the Army Medical Nutrition Laboratory 
at Chicago. The party is under the com- 
mand of Lt. G. E. Gustafson of the same 
laboratory. Members of the staff and con- 
sultants of the Army Surgeon General 
are participating. 


Pacific Air Command 


Under General Order No. 1, Depart- 
ment of the Army 9 Jan. 1948, the com- 
manding officer, Pacific Air Command, 
has been empowered, pursuant to the 
eighth article of war, to appoint general 
courts martial. The order was issued as 
a result of a Presidential directive. 
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36th Fighter Group Gets Jets 

The U. S. Air Force’s 36th Fighter 
Group, one of the defense units for the 
Panama Canal Zone, has completed its 
conversion from war-time Republic P-47 
aircraft to jet-propelled Lockheed P-s9 
“Shooting Stars,” with arrival of the last 
of the group’s jets at Howard Air Force 
Base, Balboa, Canal Zone. 

The transition program started last 
Summer. Twenty-five of the group’s pilots 
were sent to Williams Air Force Base, 
Chandler, Ariz., in July for jet indoctrina- 
tion. At the same time, 20 of the group’s 
mechanics were transferred to the jet 
aircraft maintenance school at Chanute 
Air Force Base, Rantoul, Illinois. The re 
mainder of the group's flight and mainte. 
nance personnel followed during the en- 
suing three months. 

After their arrival at Williams Air 
Force Base, the pilots began training in 
ground schools, where they were familiar. 
ized with the P-8O airframe. This was 
coupled with a study of the J-33 jet en- 
gine, the “Shooting Star’s” power plant, 
given by a representative of the Allison 
Division of General Motors Corporation. 

The pilots became acquainted with the 
P-8O cockpit through a new device called 
the “Captivar,” which is a P-80 replica 
set in concrete. In the “Captivar,” the 
pilots were taught the starting and emerg- 
ency procedures for the aircraft. Prior to 
actually flying alone, they were required 
to pass a blindfold check on the location 
of the instruments in the plane. After a 
week of lectures and familiarization, the 
pilots were given their flight checks. 

Upon completion of the transition train- 
ing at Williams Air Force Base, the pilots 
went to March Air‘Force Base, River- 
side. Calif., for operational training with 
Tactical Air Command’s First Fighter 
Group while awaiting delivery of their 
own aircraft. At March, they were joined 
by the Mechanics of the 36th Fighter 
Group who had completed their extensive 
course in jet maint@nance at Chanute. 

The 36th Fighter Group, which is com- 
manded by Col. Henry R. Spicer of Holly- 
wood, California, is part of the 6th 
Fighter Wing of Caribbean Air Command. 

The Canal Zone “Shooting Stars” are 
distinctively striped with blue, red, and 
green streaks of lightning running the 
length of the fuselage. Each of the group’s 
three squadrons uses one of the colors. 





AF Academic Records 


The Department of the Air Force this 
week issued AF Letter 80-27, dated 29 
Jan., pertaining to the maintenance and 
Disposition of education and training 
records of military personnel. 

Commanding officers of all Air Force 
special service schools will create and 
maintain a summary record of the specific 
academic, technical, or professional sub- 
jects of study of each student at such 
schools. The records will include the 
number of hours prescribed for each sub- 
ject and the final grade or rating of pro- 
ficiency attained in each subject by the 
student or the reason for non-completion 
of the course of study, such as the cita- 
tion of “elimination board proceedings” 
or other causes.

AIRCRAFT MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY 
Basic Considerations for National Security 
A strong aircraft industry is an essential 

element in the Nation’s air power. Our air 
establishment would be useless unless backed 
by a manufacturing industry skillful in tech- 
nological application, efficient in production, 
capable of rapid expansion, and strong in 
basic financial structure, 

On the basis of the evidence, the over-all 
aircraft industry of the United States now 
meets only the first of these specifications. 
A parade of witnesses has testified as to its 
current productive weakness as an industry, 
its general lack of preparation for rapid ex- 
pansion, and its genera! financial instability. 
How to remedy those deficiencies is a matter 
that has engaged the Commission's close at- 
tention, 

As a point of departure, it is necessary to 
calculate the minimum ievel at which the 
industry must be held to provide a safe base 


for expansion in an emergency. Our own 
studies, together with figures supplied by 


the industry and the military services, tend 
to confirm the general range of requirements 
set by the Air Coordinating Committee in its 
report of 22 Oct, 1945, 

Two levels were set by the Air Coordinating 
Committee. The lower level was an estimate 
that the aircraft industry required military 
purchases in the amount of 30,000,000 pounds 
of airframe weight annually. This was con- 
sidered “as a minimum which could be 
reached only after maintenance of world 
peace is well assured and a substantial de- 
gree of disarmament has taken place.” The 
Air Coordinating Committee also proposed 
an alternate level of about 60,000,000 pounds 
of airframe for the event that world condi- 
tions were such that * * * “we have * * * need 
for a substantial striking force ready at all 
times to cooperate in the maintenance of 
world peace.” The military requirements 
listed in section I would lead to a steady build- 
up throughout this range over the next few 
years, 

This Commission believes that military re- 
quirements for 30,000,000 to 40,000,000 pounds 
annually, in addition to demands for com- 
mercial and private planes, would provide 
a sound basis for expansion in an emergency. 

No artificial stimulation to achieve this re- 
sult appears to be necessary. If the program 
outlined in section I is carried out, the neces- 
Sary base for expansion of the aircraft in- 
dustry will exist. The rate of procurement 
recommended in section I would increase the 
present military procurement (which is now 
at the rate of about 21,000,000 pounds annual- 
ly) by contracts for an additional” 13,000,000 
pounds during the calendar year 1948, and 
for 22,000,000 pounds in 1949 more than in 
1948. 

This, of course, is not a permanent solu- 
tion. It satisfies only the demands of the 
immediately foreseeable future. If the threat 
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Report of President’s Air Policy Commission 


of war diminishes, or if war becomes immi- 
nent, new levels of military demand (lower 
or higher) must be calculated and maintained, 
As is recommended throughout this report, 
periodic reviews of the military needs must 
be made, and plans and programs adjusted 
to fit conditions as they change. 

It was widely predicted before the end of 
World War II that rising demand for com- 
mercial aircraft, both transport and personal, 
would tide a number of companies over the 
postwar adjustments of 1946 and 1947. For 
various reasons, some of which are dealt with 
elsewhere in this report, these hopes have 
not been justified. Although conditions may 
change in the future, it is certain that cur- 
rent commercial demands alone will not carry 
us through the present crisis. Whether we 
like it or not, the health of the aircraft in 
dustry, for the next few years, at least, is 
dependent largely upon financial support 


in the form of orders for 


from Government 
military aircraft. 
> * o 

To justify that support, the aircraft indus- 
try of the United States must be capable of 
turning out superior war weapons. The im- 
portance of adequate aeronautical research 
programs cannot be over-emphasized. This 
phase of the problem is discussed in section 
III of this report. 

At the time the Morrow Board convened 
(1925) the design of a successful military air- 
craft depended largely upon the efforts of a 
single man—the final product was almost 
wholly a reflection of one individual's ideas. 
Today, every design is the end point of many 
contributions by many individuals. The con- 
cept of the engineering team is almost uni- 
persally accepted. Group engineering know- 
how is one of the most valuable assets car- 
ried forward by aircraft manufacturers out 
of the World War II period. If, for any 
reason, too many of the war-trained teams 
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are dispersed, we are in danger of losing this 
hard-won knowledge and experience. 

But the aircraft industry must do more than 
design aircraft of top performance. It must 
also design them for efficient production in 
quantities to meet the needs of the armed 
services. Since World War II, military air- 
eraft have become much more complicated. 
The net result has been to increase the num- 
ber of their component parts and to compli- 
cate their final assembly, The most efficient 
aircraft in the world, no matter how brilliant 
its performance, is of little value to the na- 
tional defense unless it can be manufactured 
quickly in large quantities, 

The team concept is not limited to research 
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look to Martin for new, far-reaching advances in aircraft, 


and design. Production planning and produc- 
tion control groups are equally necessary,

ISCUSSIONS in Congress and the daily press concerning the retirement of Service 

personnel for disability have been marked by frequent slurring references to 
the fact that many officers who have been retired for physical disability have sub- 
sequently entered upon regular employment in business or industry. There has been 
the implication that the officer whom the strains of active service or the disease or 
wounds incurred in war has rendered unfit for the rigors of field duty, is guilty of 
some wrong doing if upon retirement he becomes gainfully employed. The House 
Committee on Armed Services, in the questionnaire which it sent to retired disabled 
officers, made a point of asking if they are employed and requiring them to report 
the amount of compensation received for such employment. To attempt to curtail 
the freedom of action of these officers would be most unjust and unwise. Besides 
being an uncalled for infringement on their rights as individuals, it would deprive 
the civilian economy of the benefit of their special talents and training in organiza- 
tional and technical fields. Furthermore, by condemning them to a life of inactivity 
and boredem it would, in effect, be shortening their life expectancy. The House 
Armed Services Committee, which has been holding hearings this week on the subject 
of disability retirements, should take positive action to affirm the right of retired 
personnel to be gainfully employed. 


ESPITHD modern technological developments, the human element is still the 
most important factor in warfare and to utilize to the fullest our resourcés in 
this respect the employment and training of women in the Armed Forces must con- 
tinue. Yet the WACs and Waves, who proved so valuable in World War II, are organ- 
ized only on a temporary war-based authority and will pass out of existence unless 
legislation is enacted to make them a permanent part of the Regular and Reserve 
establishments. A bill, the “Women’s Armed Services Integration Act of 1947,” has 
been passed by the Senate to achieve this purpose and it is now before the House 
Committee on Armed Services for action. Strongly backing the legislation is General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, who employed 10,000 WACs in the European 
theater, and Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, who had 5,000 WAVES in Hawaii 
throughout the war. Both of them expressed to the Senate Committee their thorough 
satisfaction with the fine performance of these women in the tasks for which they 
are particularly fitted and their desire that they be continued as part of the perma- 
nent establishments. So important in modern warfare is the fullest utilization of 
human resources that both England and Russia conscripted women in large numbers. 
There are many positions which they can fill better than men and in so doing they 
release men for the combat jobs which they would rather have. For the immediate 
situation where male recruiting is lagging, it is particularly important that women 
be permitted to volunteer for service wth the Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine 
Corps. Commanders in the United States and overseas are besieging the Departments 
for more WACs and WAVES but unless the House acts promptly the machinery 
must be set in motion for their discharge. 


ONGRESSIONAL consideration of appropriations for the Air Force must take 
into consideration not only the findings of the President’s Air Policy Commission 
but also the forthcoming report of the Joint Congressional Committee on Air Policy. 
The Budget estimates as they now stand do not provide for the early completion of the 
program for 70 active groups as recommended by Air Force leaders and supported by 
the President’s Commission. So strong is the evidence of the need for the carrying 
forward of this program that it is confidently expected it will be included in the Con- 
gressidnal Committee’s report—a step which would have great weight with the Ap- 
propriations Committee. The current demands for economy in governmental expendi- 
tures must not be allowed to weaken the Armed Forces.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—aA series of Russian attacks upon American policies was an- 
swered in a single blanket denial during the week. Those of special interest were 
the Soviet protest against the continuing calls of American Naval vessels at Italian 
ports and the Soviet assertion that the United States is “militarizing” Iran. As to 
the first, the State Department spoke, only curtly, to the effect that the visits have 
been made with the consent of Italy obtained in advance in accordance with Naval 
tradition and Diplomatic custom; in addition, it was stated that the U. S. Marines 
compose a normal] ship’s complement. The charges with relation to Iran coming 
from a nation which long overstayed its time limit in Iran in breach of its own 
pledge, were answered fully and promptly, by Iran as well as the State Department, 
with denial of Soviet charges that the United States is training and equipping the 
Iranian army and building up a war industry and military air base. The facts are 
that 40 American technicians are in Iran under arrangements made publicly at 
various times since 1943 and notified formally to the United Nations. Of these, 18 
officers and 8 non-commissioned officers compose the military mission under Maj. 
Gen. Robert W. Grow, providing advice on administration and training; they are 
barred from helping in war plans and from exercising either staff or command respon- 
sibility. The remaining 8 officers and 6 non-coms are engaged as advisors in reorganiz- 
ing the gendarmerie. Other Soviet charges were disposed of at the same time. The 
United States is not building an airport; the Trans-World Airline is a part-owner 
of the Lran Civil Aviation. And the U. S. Army is not airmapping the Soviet frontier 
or helping fortify it. Nothing is known of another querulous declaration in Moscow 
that U. S. planes are “buzzing’’ Soviet vessels in the Yellow Sea. Presumably this 
refers to air patrols scrutinizing unidentified vessels as required. It was one of these 
patrols which lately identified a Soviet vessel in distress and thus aided in its rescue. 
Identifying patrols will certainly. continue to operate as directed by General Mac- 
Arthur. ° 

The State Department’s exhaustive answer to Russian propaganda was ac- 
companied by a forthright communication to Romania, accompanying one in similar 
vein delivered by the British. lt uses extremely plain terms, and asserts that by “all 
manner of chicanery and extreme physical violence” the Romanian Government has 
violated the peace treaty and other agreements, particularly those pledging free- 
dom for minority and opposition groups in Romania. The facts enumerated are not 
new, and it can be doubted that the expression of them surprises the Romanian 
Government. The purpose is to establish the record, and to supply full answer to 
the Soviet-bloc propaganda which has drenched the world in recent weeks. 

Maj. Gen. Horace McBride, chief of the military mission to Turkey, is on his 
way to Washington with recommendations for a new and materially increased 
program of aid to Turkey. The corresponding recommendations of our mission chiefs 
in Greece have already been received and are under consideration. It will be re- 
called that the Greek aid total of $300,600,000 was originally designed for equal 
distribution between military and civilian aid; the sharpness of the Communist 
actions in the northwest required a shift of $17,600,000 to the military half. Turkish 
aid, $100,000,000, was to be entirely military, although the new rvadbuilding pro- 
gram, while primarily military, manifestly will meet civilian purposes as well, In 
both cases it is likely that April will about mark the full allotment of funds; the 

















current conferences will determine the requirements in new funds, which Congress 


is now determining. 

The renewed conference of British, French and American representatives on 
the future of administration in the three zones of Germany will open in London 
on 19 Feb., with Ambassador Douglas representing the United States. The hope is 
for changing Bizonia into Trizonia, and there is much to encourage a belief that 
France this time will see the wisdom of uniting her zone with those of Britain and 
the United States, in order to get a maximum advantage from mutual aid and 
agreement. Nothing prevents inclusion of the Soviet zone as well, except Soviet re- 
fusal, but that suffices. 

The American Ambassador in Lisbon and the Portuguese Foreign Minister this 
week signed a new agreement for transit facilities at Lagens airport in the Azores. 
This is an important link in the all-weather air route from the United States via 
Bermuda, Azores, Marrakech and the newly reactivated Mehalla field in Libya, 
avoiding the cold, stormy and often fogbound fields lying further north in the At- 
lantic and in Burope. The Azores have their fogs, it will be well remembered, but 
the GCA equipment lately placed there has done much to eliminate fog’s terrors 
to the pilot. The Azores are considered an important station in the route to the 
Near Bast, and the new agreement is an additional reason for satisfaction over the 
coming resumption of activities at Mehalla, strategically situated with reference to 
the Balkans and Asia Minor. ° 

The murder of Gandhi by a Hindu extremist, the effect of which is still beyond 
powers to forecast, was followed promptly by wise action on the part of the Nehru 
government of India. Troops and police were dispatched quickly to block budding 
riots, and the two extremist Hindu societies are being closed down. The Pakistan 
(Moslem) establishment with like good judgment has sought to calm its own trouble- 
makers, being aware that full-blown riots at this stage could ‘cause uncontrollable 
disasters to both the new nations. For the present it appears that the situation is 
in hand, partly by reason of unexpected good sense on the part of both governments, 
partly because of the paralyzing grief which is genuinely felt by immense numbers 
of Hindus and Moslems alike, for Gandhi’s followers were legion in both camps. 
The fundamental issues between Hindu and Moslem are as wide and deep as be- 
fore. (it is interesting to the Services to note that Gandhi’s assailant was seized 
and held: by Herbert Reiner, jr., a former Lieutenant Commander in the Naval Re- 
serve who is now in India as a disbursing and finance officer for the State Department. ) 


Arab leaders in Syria continue to promise a larger scale invasion of Palestine 
later this month, and there is reason to believe their forecasts will be proven ac- 
curate, for most of the Arab guerrillas have been rolling down from the northern 
frontier. Not all the trouble-making is on One side. Reliable information from Cyprus 
is that, of the 15,000 Jewish immigrants lately seized as they were being smuggled 
toward Haifa, 1,000 were proven members of militant Communist organizations, It 
is hardly surprising that this is the case. Many of the immigrants seeking illegal 
entry come from Soviet-controlled areas, and they are able to depart only. with 
Seviet permission. It was with calculated purpose that Soviet support wus given 
to the Holly Land partition plan in the first instance. The purpose, clouded at the 





time, becomes clearer as the year advances; it is a large part of the mounting prop 
lem of the Middle Kast’s oil resources. 

The hopelessness of Chiang Kai-shek’s military prospect in Manchuria no longer 
being deniable, evacuation of American personnel in the almost-isolated area of 
Changchun began this week. The American consulate was closed, and Marine planes 
from Tsingtao began the work of moving American civilian personnel and records 
to Peiping. Chinese officials are also evacuating Changchun. 


Transportation Corps—The results of the Army’s recruiting program as pub 
lished by the Headquarters, First Army, during December 1947, show that Camp 
Kilmer, N. J., led the list of installations in the First Army Area with a total of 
15.31% of reenlistments and extensions; Fort Hamilton was second with 11.62%; 
and the Brooklyn Army Base third with 4.6%. All three are Transportation Corps 
installations. 

Maj. Harriet N. Moses, gecently assigned to the Seattle Port of Embarkation’s 
Control and Planning Division, has been named Port Adjutant vice Maj. Albert F, 
Newman who is now with the Judge Advocate and Claims Division awaiting reas. 
signment. Capt. Paul 8. Zobrist, formerly Assistant Adjutant, begins a one year 
competitive tour of duty at the Port under Regular Army appointment program 
and is replaced by Lt. Madison P. Mason, formerly OIC of the Overseas Information 
Branch. Capt. Franklin A. Hoffman, who had been alerted for overseas shipment, 
will remain at the Port as Assistant Chief, Control and Plamning Division, follow- 
ing recission of his orders.

Blackmarket Investigation—Judge E. Earle Rives, of Greensboro, N. C., who re- 
cently returned from Germany where he was sent to look into alleged blackmarketing 
activities recently declared he had uncovered enough evidence to warrant a “thorough- 
going investigation.” In talking with a reported, Judge Rives said “he had never 
bought a barrel of apples without finding a few rotten ones.’ ’ 

In this, he closely followed a statement of General Lucius D, Clay, Military Gov- 
ernor in Germany, that “you could not get 150,000 citizens together without some of 
them engaging in nefarious activities.” 

Judge Rives said that courtesy to Secretary of the Army Royall, and Orville J. 
Taylor, Chicago attorney who is to carry the investigation forward, would prevent 
more specific statements on his report which the Army Department has described as 
incomplete and preliminary, hence not available for publication.

This is 80 per cent of the 270,000 objective for the fiscal year 
ending 30 June, 1948. Problems of completing the organization of air arm will be 
discussed at a three day meeting of representatives of the National Guard, the Air 
Force, and the several states. The meeting will be attended by the Senior Air Na- 
tional Guard unit commander of each state, branch Chiefs of the Bureau’s Aviation 
Group and the Senior Air Instructor and United States Property and Disbursing 
officers. 

Reports from the State of Washington indicate that the practice of officers in the 
new National Guard tendering their resignations a few weeks after being Federally 
recognized and receiving their uniform allowance, has reached such alarming pro- 
portions as to almost amount to a racket. Approximately 50 such cases are now on 
record and under study by the Adjutant General who plans to ask for legislation 
which will eliminate this abuse. 

Col. T. R. Horn, Signal Corps, has been named Chief of the Logistics Group of 
the National Guard Bureau. A graduate of West Point, Colonel Horn was assigned 
to the Guard Bureau in December. 

More than 250 officers of the Indiana National Guard Association, representing 
all sections of the State, unanimously approved a resolution urging Congress to ap- 
prove Universal Military Training on the seventh anniversary of the Guard's in- 
duction into Federal service in World War II. Maj. Gen. Kenneth Cramer, chief 
of the National Guard Bureau in Washington, flew to Indianapolis to attend the 
Session and to speak on the progress of the new postwar National Guard.

Air Transports Combined 

(Continued from First Page) 
The role of the Navy in the development and 
operation of large seaplane transports is a 
factor which MATS will take into account, 
with a view to considering the feasibility of 
delegating to the Navy the responsibility for 
the continued operation of such large seaplane 
transports, In addition, the Department of 
the Navy shall retain responsibility for the 
establishment, maintenance and operation of 
air transport essential to naval operations 
—i.e., air transport necessary for essential 
internal administration of the Navy and re- 
quired for the fulfillment of the mission of 
the Navy and air transport over routes of sole 
interest to the naval forces, where the re- 
quirements cannot be met by the facilities of 
MATS. It is expected that the air transport 
service to be operated by the Navy will be 
primarily of a non-scheduled character. The 
Air Force may maintain independently of 
MATS such miscellaneous air transport as 
may be organic to its service but shall not 
operate any regularly scheduled trunk line 
service. 

“(3) MATS is to be given authority to con- 
trol, administer and dispose of all present 
personnel, property and facilities of ATS. 
It is also to be given similar authority with re- 
spect to the present property and facilities of 
NATS, except such property and facilities as 
are required by the Navy for naval aviation, 
including the initial establishment, mainte- 
nance and operation of the air transport fa- 
cilities hereinbefore provided for. With 
respect to disposal of property and facilities 
obtained from NATS, the Navy shall have 
the opportunity to reclaim such property, 
prior to the taking of disposal action by 
MATS. Present operating personnel of NATS 
are to be attached to MATS and placed under 
its command and authority, with the excep- 
tion of such personnel initially required for 
such air transport service. Arrangements with 
respect to maintenance personnel and sup- 
porting organizations shall be worked out 
by the Commander of MATS. 

“(4) Property and facilities on order by 
ATS, when acquired, are to be placed under 
the jurisdiction of MATS with full authority 
in MATS to control, administer and dispose 
of same. Similar treatment is to be accorded 








property and facilities on order by NATS ex- 
cept that which may be required in connec- 
tion with the air transport functions herein- 
before reserved to the Navy. 


“(5) The Department of the Air Force and 
the Department of the Army will make avail- 
able to MATS, as necessary, unexpended bal- 
ances of existing appropriations and of the 
fiscal 1949 appropriations which would other- 
wise have been available for ATS, The Navy 
Department will take such steps as may be 
necessary to make available to MATS such 
similar balances as would otherwise have 
been utilized by NATS, excepting funds re- 
quired for the air transport facilities reserved 
to it. It is expected that by fiscal 1950, deter- 
mination of budgetary responsibility for 
MATS will have been made. The Departments 
of the Navy and the Army will continue to 
be directly responsible for the pay and allow- 
ances, including subsistence of all army and 
naval personnel attached to MATS, 


“<46) To the extent practicable, personnel, 
property and facilities acquired from NATS 
will be used by MATS to provide air trans- 
port of primary interest to the Navy, It is 
anticipated that wherever practicable during 
fiscal 1948 and 1949 such personnel, property 
and facilities will be retained and utilized by 
MATS at approximately their present pro- 
portionate levels. Appropriate provision will 
be made for the withdrawal, substitution and 
addition of naval personnel attached to MATS 
or required by MATS in connection with its 
operation, Such withdrawals, substitutions, 
and additions will, as far as practicable, be 
proportionate to the Navy's airlift demands 
on MATS. 

“(7) The Navy Department and the De 
partment of the Air Force will at all times 
keep the Commander of the Military Air 
Transport Service fully informed concerning 
the personnel, equipment and facilities being 
used in the operation of the air transport 
facilities reserved to them. 

“(8) A Military Air Transport Board shall 
be established consisting of three members, 
one each to be appointed by the Secretary 
of the Army, the Secretary of the Navy and 
the Secretary of the Air Force. The Board 
shall act in an advisory capacity to the 
Commander of the Military Air Transport 
Service for the purpose of making recom- 
mendations for the settlement of disputes 
arising in connection with the following mat- 
ters: 

“(a) Establishment, maintenance and opera- 
tion of air transport service; 

“(b) The question of what constitutes trunk 
routes and scheduled air transport service ; 

“(c) Complaints of one department that it 
is not receiving adequate service or fair treat- 
ment from MATS; 

“(d) The questions of utilization of prop- 
erty, personne! or facilities ; 

“(e) The question of execution or non- 
execution of the directives of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and the Theater Commanders on the 
allocation of lift capacities and routes sub- 
ject to the capabilities of the Military Air 
Transport Service, 

“The Board shall also recommend to the 
Secretary of Defense the yolicies to be fol- 
lowed by the Military Air Transport Serv'ce 
on categories of freight and passengers which 
are to be carried, The Secretary of any de- 
partment dissenting from any decision of the 
Commander based upon a recommendation 
of the Board may, after discussion with the 
other Secretaries, appeal the matter to the 
Secretary of Defense. 

“(9) MATS will, at all times, keep records 
and statistics necessary to reflect the effi- 
ciency and economy of operations conducted 
by it. This will include figures and informa- 
tion required to cover the utilization of funds, 
manpower and equipment assigned to MATS. 
These figures will be made available at regular 
intervals to the Military Air Transport Board 
and the Secretary of Defense. 

“The Commander of MATS will be ap- 
pointed in accordance with paragraph (1), 
above, in the immediate future. It is my in- 
tention that the Commander, working with 
the Departments of Navy and Air Force, will 
work out the details of the consolidation 
outlined above, and will submit the necessary 
implementing directives to me for signature 
at the earliest practicable date. There is 
nothing immutable, however, about my out- 
line—and if the Commander feels that it is 
necessary for him to depart from my outline 
in working out the details, I intend that he 
shall be free to do so.” 





Pay Studies Progress 

Members of the four man civilian Ad- 
visory commission currently engaged in 
the study of service pay are seeking as- 
sistants to aid them with the analytical 
phases of the study, and the names of the 
new members will be announced by Secre- 
tary of Defense Forrestal in the near 
future. 

The number of assistants which will be 
required to carry forward the pay study 
has not been decided upon but it is under- 
stood that each of the four members will 
have at least one assistant and possibly 
more.

Duty-Free Goods 

The Departments of the Army and the 
Air Force have issued Memorandum 55- 
410-2 AF Letter 75-38, dated 13 Jan., per- 
taining to Duty-Free entry of authorized 
baggage and other personal property. 

Under Public Law 790, which will be 
effective until 1 July, 1949, gifts from 
abroad to donees in the United States may 
be sent duty-free to the extent of $50.00 
in one shipment. The shipment must be 
accompanied by a declaration of the donor 
and a duly designated officer of the armed 
forces. 

Oversea commands will issue rules and 
regulations to permit free customs entry 
of gifts legitimately acquired by members 
of the armed forces. 

Such rules and regulations will contain 
provisions substantially as follows:

packaging service for articles purchased 
within or through such agencies with dollars 
or military payment certificates under ade- 
quate controls to allow execution of certificate 
required of donor, and first alternative certifi- 
cate by designated officers as set forth in 
paragraph 4b(1). 

(2) Evidence to assure that the article was 
purchased in or through these agencies should 
be provided until packaging procedures can 
be established, and appropriate certificates 
prescribed in accordance with Treasury regu- 
lations. 

(3) Only in localities where Army Exchange 
Service type facilities do not exist for con- 
venience of personnel, free customs entry 
may be permitted if appropriate certificates 
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required by Treasury Department regulations 
are accomplished, and in addition thereto, 
rules and regulations require conclusive evi- 
dence and certificate that currency used in 
purchases of each specific gift or gifts in 
local economy was acquired from United 
States armed forces finance officers in Ger- 
many and Japan, and from official sources 
at official rate of exchange in other countries. 
Controls must be adequate to assure that in- 
tent of Public Law 384 is not circumvented.

House passage this week of the tax 
reduction bill by a more than two-thirds 
majority was without noticeable effect on 
the securities and commodities exchanges, 
but mid-week saw sharp price breaks in 
securities and commodities, especially 
grains. 

Marketing analysts are frankly at a 
loss to explain the sudden break, but few 
are taking a pessimistic view of the situ- 
ation, pointing to the fact that industry 
generally is readying itself for a record 
year of production. 

During the past 10 days, several of the 
large industrials, including oils and rails, 
have successfully offered new securities, 
proceeds from which will go into expan- 
sion of production, research and distri- 
bution facilities. 

Earlier loud threats of a round of wage 
boost demands by organized labor have 
quieted down to a whisper, and it is be- 
lieved in management and some labor 
circles that most basic industry contracts 
due for rnewal within the next three 
months will carry wage hikes of about 
10 cents an hour, rather than the 30 cents 
to 30 per cent freely bandied about dur- 
ing November and December. 

The building industry, a good barome- 
ter of investment trends, continues at 
near-peak operations although there is 
some holding back to see if Congress will 
extend rent controls beyond 29 Feb., but 
optimism in this field is mirrored in the 
large number of apprentices which have 
been accepted into the building crafts 
unions during the past two months. 

Steel production continues at near 
capacity, and is running about 450,000 
tons weekly above the weekly average of 
1940,

Wage increases and other changes in 
manning and conditions on subsidized 
ships were asked for at the third and 
final hearing in the Maritime Commis- 
sion’s investigation of minimum wages, 
manning scales and working conditions 
on 29 January. The hearing held before 
Chief Trial Examiner G, O. Basham was 
conducted at the Maritime Exchange, N. 
Y. Representatives of the Masters, Mates 
and Pilots, the Marine Engineers Benefi- 
cial Association, and the American Com- 
munications Association presented state- 
ments. 

A new bill, providing for mitigation of 
“any part or all” of a $1,000 penalty to be 
levied against a steamship company or its 
agent for each stowaway brought to the 
United States was introduced by Rep. Fel- 
lows, Chairman of the House Immigra- 
tion subcommittee of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

As part of a long-range program to re- 
lieve the drain on oil resources of the 
United States, the Socony Vacuum Oil 
Company, Inc., announced the completion 
0: negotiations for acquiring seven new 
tankers larger than any now in use in the 
company’s fleet. Each of the tankers will 
be of 26,500 tons deadweight and will 
have a capacity of more than 200,000 bar- 
rels. The keel for the first of the new 
tankers will be laid late this Spring with 
delivery of the first expected in the early 
Summer of 1949. 

The Tobey joint resolution which would 
extend the authority of the Maritime 
Commission to sell, charter and operate 
vessels to 1 July 1949, was approved this 
week by the Senate Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee. ’ 

Included in this resolution S.J. Res. 
173 is a provision which stipulates that 
all ship sales or charters to foreign na- 
tions cease with the Commission’s present 
authority expiration date, 29 Feb. 198. 
This provision is in direct contradiction 
to the ship transfer feature of the Euro- 
pean Relief Program, which would turn 
over 500 American ships to ERP nations. 

The reallocation of seven tankers, re- 
turned to the Maritime Commission be- 
cause of failure of their purchasers to 
fulfill their commitments under the sales 
contracts, was disclosed by a Washington 
source this week. Five Liberty tankers 
and two T2’s are included in this group. 

The T2 Tankers were reallocated to the 
National Bulk Carriers and the Gulf Oil 
Corporation. Previously, before the above 
seven tankers had been turned back to the 
Commission, this agency had announced 
that it had completed authorization of 
the sale of all remaining available Gov- 
ernment-owned tankers, bringing the total 
number of tankers sold to 466.

Marine and Army Air Units Cited 


The Citation for the Navy Unit Com. 
mendation of Marine and Army Air units 
which comprised the South Pacific Com. 
bat Air Transport Command during the 
Guadalcanal to Bougainville and Ag. 
miralties phase of World War II, was re. 
leased last week by the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

Marine units mentioned in the Citatioy 
include Marine Aircraft Group 25, Marine 
Headquarters Squadron 25, Marine Ser. 
vice Squadron 25, and Marine Transport 
Squadrons 152, 153, and 253. Army units 
cited were the 403rd Troop Carrier Group 
and the 801st Evacuation Hospital of the 
Thirteenth Troop Carrier Squadron. 

The units which comprised the com- 
mand, commonly known as SCAT, were 
cited as follows: 

“For outstanding heroism in support of 
military operations in the forward areas of 
the South Pacific from 10 December 1942 to 
15 July 1944. Flying unarmed, land-based 
planes without escort despite dangers from 
Japanese land, sea and air forces, treacherous 
tropical storms and mechanical failures at 
sea far from base, the South Pacific Combat 
Air Transport Command delivered bombs, 
ammunition, gasoline and vital supplies to 
combat troops in close and direct contact 
with the enemy, Frequently taken under fire 
hy hostile antiaircraft guns and fighters while 
airborne, and by Japanese artillery and 
Naval gunfire while on the ground at ad- 


vanced fields, the pilots, airerewmen and 
ground echelons served with courage, skill 
and daring in maintaining uninterrupted 
support of our forces in the forward areas 


and contributed essentially to the rout of 
the Japanese from strategically important 
bases in the South Pacific. This gallant record 
of achievement reflects the highest credit 
upon the South Pacific Combat Air Transport 
Command and the United States Naval Serv 
ice.

but it is more difficult to keep such teams to- 
gether in peacetime. When production drops 
off to mere jobbing levels, their functions 
simply disappear. Means must be found to 
keep alive the special skills that have been 
evolved in these particular fields during the 
war years. If they are allowed to be dissi- 
pated, time and effort will be needed to re- 
place them in a future emergency. 

The techniques of aircraft manufacture vary 
widely with changes in the volume of orders. 
It is uneconomical to do extensive special 
tooling, either for manufacture or assembly, 
to turn out a few units. If, on the other hand, 
thousands of similar airplanes are required, 
the expenditure of relatively large sums for 
special jigs, fixtures, and tools is justified. 
Between the two extremes are wide areas in 
which the exercise of good judgment is the 
only controlling factor. The only way such 
judgment can be generated is through actual 
production experience. How to provide the 
aircraft manufacturer with orders in suffi- 
cient quantity in peacetime to develop that 
kind of experience and to justify planning 
and tooling to a reasonable level for emer- 
gency expansion is one of the most impor- 
tant questions facing the services. 

In a freely competitive economy the num- 
ber of companies manufacturing a particular 
product levels off at a point determined by 
the ordinary laws of economics. In the case 
of the aircraft industry, however, it would 
be dangerous to rely only on the operation 
of these laws. The demand factor fluctuates 
too violently from peace to war. If a reason- 
able degree of expansibility is to be main- 
tained for periods of emergency, it is neces- 
sary to exercise some industry-wide control 
in the interests of national security. It may 
even be desirable to keep a few marginal man- 
ufacturers in business who might be forced 
out if the normal! laws of supply and demand 
were allowed to operate, 

Based on considerations of maximum se- 
curity, it is essential to maintain at least 
two sources of supply for similar products. 
It has long been the practice for the procure- 
ment agencies of the Army and Navy to keep 
alive at least two separate producers of each 
type of aircraft, as well as two or more 
separate sources for each of the major com- 
ponents. We believe that this policy is sound 
and should be continued. It develops auto- 
matically a degree of manufacturing dispersal 
which might otherwise not exist. In a field 
in which the technology is changing rapidly, 
competition between design and development 
groups results in continuously improved prod- 
ucts, and price competition between suppliers 
results in lower unit costs, 


+ . . 
The financial difficulties which harass the 
aircraft industry today stem from many 
causes. Uncertain Government policies ac- 


count for many of them. Some reflect faulty 
judgment by management. Others have come 











accordance with our recommendations in sec- 





about from particular circumstances which 
have surrounded this peculiar industry in 
the postwar period of readjustment. Some 
of them are: 

(1) A product that is, almost indivisibly, a 
weapon of war and a carrier of commerce; 

(2) A market with but one major customer, 
the Government, which purchases 80 to 90 
percent of its entire output; 

(3) A violently fluctuating demand, due to 
uncertainty of requirements of its major cus- 
tomer ; 

(4) A lack of the production continuity 
which is vitally important in sustaining a 
trained work force and in keeping produc- 
tion costs to a minimum; 

(5) A rapidly changing technology which 
causes a high rate of design obsolescence and 
abnormally high engineering costs; 

_ (6) An extremely long design-manufactur- 
ing cycle; 

(7) An organization in excess of present 
requirements. 

The financial strength of any individual 

company or of the industry cannot be meas- 
ured by the amount of sales, the extent of 
working capital, or the total floor space of 
its plants. It depends upon profitable oper- 
ation. A profitable organization will attract 
capital and credit. It will be able to employ 
and retain the most capabie engineers and 
craftsmen. The concern which consistently 
loses money will deteriorate, its financial po- 
sition will weaken, and the quality of its 
product will suffer as its best employees drift 
away in search of better opportunities. 
The Government cannot guarantee profits. 
vovernment can and should, however, create 
an atmosphere as conducive as possible to 
Profitable operations in the aircraft manu- 
facturing business. This can. be done by 
longer-range planning, adequate volume, and 
the abandonment of uneconomic procurement 
practices. Under these circumstances, it will 
be the task of each manufacturing company 
to work out its own salvation. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

Most of the problems which beset the air- 
craft-manufacturing industry in 1946 and 19847 
resulted from (a) over optimistic develop- 
o-. and production of commercial aircraft: 
~ low-level military procurement and (c) 
9 absence of long-range military planning.

tion I of this report will provide sufficient 
business to maintain the industry in a sound 
condition—but such business must be wisely 
distributed, 

The services must undertake more extensive 
planning and control of procurement. We 
recommend that they be given the legislative 
authority to do so, 

We have pointed out that the industry com- 
prises a number of separate companies. Al- 
though competition between these units 
should be utilized to provide incentive to low 
costs and low prices, the aircraft-manufac- 
turing industry, being essential to the na- 
tional defense, cannot be freely competitive 
to such an extent that vital design teams or 
production organizations are liquidated. 
Means must be devised to avoid undue con- 
centration of business in a few companies, 
This, it is recognized, implies a greater de- 
gree of planning and control than the services 
have heretofore undertaken, or is, in fact, 
permitted by the peacetime procurement leg- 
islation which will again become effective on 
the expiration of the War Powers Act. Some 
continuation of those special powers must 
be allowed if we are to achieve a balanced 
aircraft industry. 

Such planning must be directed toward 
avoidance of discontinuities in production. As 
has been stated repeatedly in testimony, such 
breaks in production result in high costs. 
Not only do many expenses continue while 
production is interrupted, but the training of 
a new labor force on resumption of opera- 
tions involves a great increase in unit costs. 


Long-Range Planning 


Year-to-year planning of aircraft produc- 
tion, which has been forced upon the services 
by current budgeting practice, must give way 
to long-term planning. Evidence submitted 
to us indicates that the savings on the unin- 
terrupted production of airplanes over a 
5-year period, as compared to five annual 
procurements of the same total number of 
planes, could run as high as 20 to 25 percent. 
Such savings result in part from the ordering 
of materials and parts in larger quantities 
and to the more extensive tooling warranted 
by the larger number of airplanes on the 
single order, but even more from the more 
effective use of tools and manpower, 
Long-range planning does not imply a sin- 
gle frozen procurement program for a period 
of years, but rather the integration of sev- 
eral concurrent plans, the duration of each 
of which will depend on its particular char- 
acter, While many projects can be planned 
for 5 years, others are of such a nature that 
they cannot be planned for more than 2, 3, 
or 4 years ahead. The aggregate of such 2-, 
3-, 4-, and 5-year plans will constitute the 
“plan” for which a budget must be prepared. 
All of these plans should be reviewed*‘at least 
annually. 


Forward Contract Authorization 


We recommend that the services plan their 
aircraft procurement as far in advance as 
possible and that the Congress provide the 
legislative base for such planning. We rec- 
ommend the placing of orders for planes for 
delivery over a 5-year period whenever possi- 
ble. We propose that the budget be charged 
each year with the necessary progress pay- 
ments and the funds needed to pay for the 
airplanes accepted in that year. Congress 
might provide funds for such planned pro- 
curement by appropriating funds disbursable 
in the current year and for 5 or more years 
ahead. To do so, however, would commit cur- 
rent funds needlessly, We propose, instead, 
that the Congress make appropriations only 
of the moneys to be disbursed in the current 
fiscal year, and provide for the additional 
years of the procurement program by forward 
contract authorization, permitting the serv- 
ices to contract for deliveries over the follow- 
ing 5 fiscal years.

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Atomic Military Progress 


In a report to Congress on 2 Feb., the 
Atomic Energy Commission revealed an 
intensive research program directed to- 
ward developing new designs in atomic 
weapons, production of which is now on a 
“different” and greatly increased scale of 
assembly. 

The Commission’s report laid heavy 
stress on the military aspects of atomic 
energy, and indicated that great strides 
had been made during the past year in 
the quantity and the fashioning of atomic 
weapons. 

Because of the necessity for secrecy, 
the report was at times cryptic and per- 
haps difficult for lay and military minds 
to accurately interpret, but there was the 
definite assertion that “specific projects” 
in the field of weapons which had tempo- 
rarily lapsed, were again moving “toward 
tangible ends.” 

More than $90,000,000 has been spent 
or obligated during 1947 in providing new 
research equipment, the report said, but 
did not reveal what proportion of this 
sum had gone into military arms research 
and general scientific study of atomic 
energy and its potential application in the 
fields of agriculture, medicine and indus- 
try. 

Four lines for development of fission- 
able materials are being pursued, the 
Commission reported : location and devel- 
opment of new sources of raw materials; 
advances in operating techniques; im- 
proved processes for ore reduction, and de- 
velopment of the nuclear reactor for more 
efficient use of fissionable materials. 

Strengthening of security measures to 
protect esential secrets was revealed, 
and the thoroughness of these steps are 
indicated in the statement that the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation had con- 
cluded more than 40,000 personnel inves- 
tigations, A guard force of 3,100 men is 
at work under high standards of indoc- 
trination, while emergency defense plans 
are ready for all major facilities of the 
Commission. 

Obliquely, the report would infer that 
the major developments of atomic energy 
are still centered on military phases. 
This is revealed when the Commission 
said that although the production of pow- 
er for civilian uses had “encouraging 
prospects,” it was something that might 
lie two decades in the future. 

The Commission’s report to Congress 
came hard on the heels of the first report 
of the Joint House-Senate Committee’s 
report on atomic energy to the Congress. 
This report dealt more with the organi- 
zation of the Committee and frankly 
stated the Committee “has not assumed 
the responsibility for administrative 
policies that are clearly vested in the 
Atomic Energy Commission.” 

However, the Congressional group did 
emphasize it had made thorough inves- 
tigations of the Commission’s methods of 
checking employees, contractors and 
others who might have business with the 
Commission. The Committee asserted it 
will continue close observation of security 
measures adopted and planned by the 
Commission. 

With respect to further legislation on 
atomic energy, the Congressional Commit- 
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warrant any conclusion as to whether or 
not additional or supplemental legisla- 
tion will be needed in the atomic energy 
program. 

With a look at the international scene, 
the joint Committee rather forcefully 
put atomic energy in the category of a 
weapon, rather than that of a source of 
industrial power when it said: 


“It is the considered conviction of the 
Committee that, until such time as an 
effective, enforceable and reliable pro- 
gram for the international control of 
atomic energy is in successful operation, 
the most vital business of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission must be the meeting of 
the atomic requirements of national 
defense.” 

Excerpts from the report of the Con- 
gressional committee follow : 

“It is the considered conviction of the com- 
mittee that, until such time as an effective, 
enforceable and reliable program for the in- 
ternational! control of atomic energy is in suc- 
cessful operation, the most vital business of 
the Atomic Energy Commission must be the 
meeting of the atomic requirements of na- 
tional defense. Executive and administrative 
responsibility for adequately meeting these 
requirements is combined by law in the Prest- 
dent, the Department of National Defense, 
and the Atomic Energy Commission. 

“The joint committee has been assured that 
those charged with these responsibilities are 
keenly aware thereof, This phase of the atomic 
energy program is of paramount and con- 
tinuing interest to the joint committee and 
the committee considers that continuous 
knowledge and reassurance of the adequate 
discharge of these responsibilities is funda- 
mentally necessary to its reliable evaluation 
of the general success of our program, 

“The concern which large segments of the 
public, the press, and Members of Congress 
have shown for the security of our atomic 
energy program, is shared most actively by 
the members of the joint committee. 


“The joint committee is informing itself as 
completely as possible on all phases of the 
vital problem of maintaining security in the 
whole field of atomic energy. The scope and 
ramifications of the security responsibility 
which faces the Atomic Energy Commission 
are tremendous. Clearance for employment of 
thousands of persons, physical protection of 
numerous plants, adequate safeguarding of 
production, as well as accounting for and 
protection of millions of restricted documents, 
are major problems of the security program. 


“Numerous visits have been made to the 
various facilities of the Commission for the 
specific purpose of observing the status of 
physical security at these installations. Such 
matters as physical protection afforded by 
fences and protective lighting; the qaulifica- 
tions, training, and efficiency of the guard 
force; the visitor control system; shipment 
security; documept control; and the storage 
of restricted materials have been the subjects 
of intensive study. 

“The joint committee has reviewed the in- 
vestigative files of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission relative to the employees of the Com- 
mission and its contractors. In a number of 
these cases reviewed, certain questions were 
raised by the committee and the matters were 
discussed in detail with the Atomic Energy 
Commission and its security staff. (In cer- 
tain of these cases, the committee has request- 
ed that the Commission outline in detail its 
security policy as applied to these specific 
instances. In the majority of these cases, the 
personnel involved had been employed during 
the time when the project was operated by 
the Manhattan engineer district.) The com- 
mittee feels strongly that it must continue 
to follow closely, as it has in the past, the 
type of personnel engaged in the atomic en- 
ergy program. To this end the committee 
staff will continue to conduct these studies 
of the personnel investigative files of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. It is the opinion 
of the committee that the matter of security 
of personnel] is of extreme importance in the 
over-all problem of the protection of the 
vital aspects of thir important program. 


“The joint committee has been assured by 
the Atomic Energy Commission that it is 
vitally concerned with the problem of per- 
sonnel security and has recently established 
a Review Board. headed by former Associate 
Justice Owen J. #oberts, to assist it in estab- 
lishing standards and criteria with regard to 
the employment of personnel in this program, 
In this connection, the Commission is increas- 
ing its efforts to assure itself that there will 
be no weak links in the chain. The Commis- 
sion is mindful of the importance of guarding 
against losses of security through weaknesses 
or disloyalty of personnel, The Canadian in- 
cident involving Dr. Allen Nunn May is ample 
warning to all of us of the consequences of 
relaxed vigilance.” 
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sideration a peacetime promotion plan for 
officers of the civilian components. The 
plan, he said, would be applicable uni- 
formly to the officers of the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserve Corps. 

“The plan would have the objectives of 
bringing officers into the various grades 
at ages commensurate with mobilization 
requirements of the positions to be occu- 
pied, being as uniform as possible for all 
components of the AUS,” General Paul 
said. He outlined further objectives of 
the plan as follows: 

“Producing the proper number of offi- 
cers in each grade for mobilization re- 
quirements; advancing the best qualified 
officers and retarding or separating those 
not up to an acceptable standard ; furnish- 
ing adequate incentives to insure that a 
sufficient number of proper type officers 
remain active and interested; being ad- 
ministratively workable; and providing 
the greatest possible return from avail- 
able funds.” 

Because of the desire to maintain uni- 
formity between all components, General 
Paul said, promotion would be coordi- 
nated with that of the Regular Army. 

“The plan was prepared and presented 
to the General Staff Committee on Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve Policy for con- 
sideration at the September, 1947, meet- 
ing, and was approved in general. It con- 
tains the following general provisions; 
minimum and maximum ages for original 
appointments varying from 21 to 27 years 
for second lieutenants to 38 to 44 years 
for colonels; maximum age-in-grade for 
combat type officers varying from 29 for 
second lieutenants to 49 for colonels; 
maximum age-in-grade for noncombat 
type officers from 30 for second lieuten- 
ant to 60 for colonel; and minimum time- 
in-grade for promotion of officers varying 
from two years for second lieutenant to 
four years for lieutenant colonel. Maxi- 
mum age-in-grade limitations are de- 
signed as an attrition factor to insure a 
proper flow of promotions.” 


General Paul told the group that it is 
contemplated that this long range promo- 
tion plan would not become effective for 
the National Guard until the termina- 
tion of the initial procurement period on 
1 January 1951. 


“We have a plan under study for rela- 
tive rank between officers on inactive 
status and active status,” he said. “Frank- 
ly we have not progressed very far with 
it but we hope to solve the problem.” 


Father and Son Honored 


Father and son were simultaneously 
honored for their war services when Gen- 
eral Jacob L. Devers, Commanding Gen- 
eral,” Army Ground Forces, presented 
medals to Col. David R. Blakelock, of 
Washington, D. C., and his son, ex-Ser- 
geant David H. Blakelock, in special cere- 
monies at Ft. Monroe, Va., on 22 Dec. 

Colonel Blakelock, now Chief of the 
Transportation Section of Army Ground 
Forces, received the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal for his services as Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-4, Tenth Army, during 
the Okinawa campaign. 


The Bronze Star Medal was presented 
to ex-Sergeant Blakelock, now a student 
at the Texas Agricultural and Mechanical 
College, for his services in the PTO with 
the Cannon Company of the 264th In- 
fantry, 66th Infantry Division, in Febru- 
ary, 1945. 

Another son of Colonel Blakelock, ist 
Lt. John H. Blakelock, now stationed at 
Randolph Field, Texas, was in action on 
Okinawa at the time Colonel Blakelock 
was there, and received the Bronze Star 
Medal for his services. 











Military CG Claims Drop 


During the fiscal year 1947, there were 
settled 95,368 Army, and 103,386 Navy 
claims—a total of 198,754 military claims 
—as compared with 318,696 settled in 
1946, and 288,770 settled in 1945, accord- 
ing to the annual report of the Comptrol- 
ler General, who attributed the decreases 
to the fact that almost all claims arising 
incident to the death of military person- 
nel during World War II had been settled 
by January, 1947. 








National Guard Conference 


With unanimous support of Universal 
Military Training, and pleas for Legis- 
lative aid for improvement of the organ- 
ization on a nationwide basis, delegates 
of the National Guard Association and 
the Adjutant’s General Association closed 
their three day conference in the Nation’s 
Capital on 4 Feb. 

Described as one of the most successful 
conferences held by the organization since 
the close of World War II, those assem- 
bled, passed resolutions calling for funds 
for Federal help for the States to aid 
Guard units, and endorsed unanimously 
the Department of the Army’s plan for 
Universal Military training. 

The Adjutants General Association re- 
elected as its president, Maj. Gen, Ray- 
mond H. Fleming, Louisiana ; as its Vice 
President, Brig. Gen. Frank A. Weber, 
Pennsylvania, and as its Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Brig. Gen. Milton R. McLean, Kan- 
sas. Officers reelected to its Executive 
Council were Brig. Gen, Herbert L, Ed- 
wards, North Dakota and Brig. Gen. 
James C, Dozier of South Carolina. Maj. 
Gen. Curtis D. O’Sullivan, of California 
was also elected to the Executive Council. 

Among the resolutions adopted by the 
Adjutant’s General Association were, 
that: 

1. It is essential the present and fu- 
ture welfare of this Nation that the 
Office of Selective Service Records be 
enabled to preserve the knowledge and 
methods of Selective Service in reality. 

2. The officers of the Association re- 
quest an immediate amendment to the 
pertinent regulation so that qualified 
available officers may be used within 
their home states. 

3. The officers of the Association be 
directed to present evidence to the mili- 
tary authorities or the Congress sup- 
porting the provision of Administrative 
assistants at all administrative levels. 

The National Guard Association urg- 
ing that all appropriations be requested 
to continue the full activities of the or- 
ganization for the coming year, reported 
progress to a point where it is now be- 
lieved that the phasing of the strength 
of the units should be eliminated. 








The Conference unanimously approved 
the Department of the Army policies af- 
fecting the National Guard, and at the 
same time proposed that the officers of the 
Association request an immediate amend- 
ment to the pertinent regulation whereby 
officers and men may be transferred to 
the inactive National Guard when desired 
by the organizations authorities. 


With respect to equipment and train- 
ing, the Conference urged that the Army 
allocate a reasonable number of trucks, 
jeeps, and other vehicles to National 
Guard Units in their home stations in 
order that the personnel may become fa- 
miliar with the maintenance and opera- 
tion of such equipment. 

Delegates disclosed that the present 
membership of the Guard now totaled 
more than 210,000 and added that a con- 
servative estimate indicates an ultimate 
figure in excess of 250,000 by next June. 

Declaring that $15,000,000 of the $195,- 
000,000 National Guard appropriation 
has been earmarked to pay contractural 
obligations of the present year, the Con- 
ference asserted that the net $180,000,000 
remaining was insufficient to enable the 
organization to proceed with its reorgan- 
ization and to reach the desired strength 
of 341,000 by the end of June 1949. A 
resolution was passed requesting added 
funds. 





Rockets Lay Field Telephone 


The use of rockets in laying lightweight 
field telephone wire over inaccessible ter- 
rain by means of an improved type wire 
dispenser has been proven practical by re- 
cent Signal Corps tests at Fort Dix, N. J., 
the Department of the Army announced 
2 Jan. 

According to Signal Corps engineers, 
the tests showed that in emergencies the 
rockets may be fired without the use of 
the rocket launcher. The rocket in its 
original cardboard packing case, is fired 
from a wedge shaped hole dug in the 
ground, laying out the wire satisfactorily 
to distances up to 150 yards. 

A distinct advantage of the rocket 
method of laying wire lies in the simplic- 
ity and portability of the equipment re- 
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CBE breaking tests for the ultimate pur- 
pose of improving the structural and 
operational efficiency and design of ice 
breaking type vessels were begun recently 
on the Mackinaw (WAG-83). The study, 
conducted by the University of Michigan 
under contract to the Coast Guard through 
the Office of Naval Research, is receiving 
technical assistance from numerous or- 
ganizations, with representatives of the 
Bureau of Ships, American Bureau of 
Shipping, and the Maritime Commission, 
among others, on board as observers. Com- 
pletion of the test is expected early next 
week and a technical report covering the 
test program will probably be available 
about mid-summer this year. 

Coast Guard and Navy ships, during the 
recent eold weather, have been engaged 
in maintaining open traffic lanes in ice- 
clogged inland waterways. The Chesa- 
peake Bay area, its subsidiary rivers, and 
the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal have 
been scenes of the major icebreaking op- 
erations. The Madrona (WAGL-302) and 
the Sassafras (WAGL-501) assisted by 
seven Navy ships were active in the 
upper Chesapeake Bay and Potomac 
River. Ice conditions in the Chesapeake 
and Delaware Bays have required con- 
siderable additional aid to navigation 
work by both the 3rd and 5th Districts 
during the recent cold weather. 

Headquarters recently announced that 
it will consider requests for discharge 
from certain men serving in first enlist- 
ments that expire during the period from 
July to October, 1948, inclusive. Informa- 
tion regarding the decision was published 
by the Coast Guard in Alcoast 7, the text 
of which follows: 

“Many young men who enlisted in the 
Coast Guard during the closing months of 
the war and during the period immedi- 
ately following VJ Day entered the serv- 
ice with a desire to assist in the war ef- 
fort but with no intention of making the 
service a career. Many of these individ- 
uals fully intended to enter various edu- 
cational institutions in the fall. Because 








of these factors headquarters will receive 
for consideration requests for discharge 
from men serving in first enlistments that 
expire during July, August, September, 
and October, 1948. Discharges if author- 
ized will be for the convenience of the 
Government and will be effected prior to 
30 June 1948. This is in no way to be con- 
strued as a discouragement for men to 
reenlist but is solely for the purpose of 
assisting those not reenlisting by permit- 
ting a period of readjustment prior to 
their entry into schools in the fall.”

The Coast Guard Reserve has been 
steadily declining for some time according 
to information obtained from Coast Guard 
Headquarters, which verified reports that 
a total of 2,300 officers have been sep- 
arated from the Reserve. 

Although’ the recently published 1949- 
Budget increased reserve appropriations 
for all other branches of the service, no 
mention was made of money requested 
to reactivate the Coast Guard Reserve 
Program. Coast Guard Headquarters, 
making no comment on the elimination of 
the Reserve appropriation, stated that of 
the 2,300 officers who have left the Re- 
serve, 360 resigned, while the remaining 
1,940 were separated at their own request, 
or for any one of several other reasons.

It provides a talking rang 
equal to that of field wire and yet it 
weight is only forty-eight pounds pe 
mile, about one-third that of field wire 
It is packaged in one-half mile lengths iy 
the new type wire dispenser, which is 
fabricated from non-critical materials 
and the completed unit weighs only about 
twenty-eight pounds.
